At this hour, it is already 
known that Butler, Ayer, Gooch, Williaras, and Alex- 
ander are defeated for Congress, while Stevens has 
but a plurality. It is generally conceded that Gaston 
has carried the State againet Talbot, so that Massa- 
chusetts will, for the first time in the memory of the 
present generation, have a Democratic Gov- 
ernor, This is the way the people have 
chosen to signify their condemnation of Grant 
Butler, Simmons, and the Probibitionists, The 
Democrats are happy enough to burst, and no Repub- 
licans except those who have taken orders from the 
Administration ring are particularly grieved.

Negley is re- 
elected to Congress from the Twenty-second District,

ELECTION FIGHTS. 

Evra.a, Ala., Nov, 3.—A riot occurred here at the 
polls to-day at noon, originating in an attempt of two 
negroes to whip another negro for voting ‘the Demo- 
eratic ticket, The assailant drewa pistol. Result— 
three negroes killed, and four mortally, seven serious- 
ly and eight slightly wounded. One white mortally, 
one seriously, and three sMightly wounded. Five or 
six hundred shots were fired. 

Six whites were wounded, one of them, William 
Keith, mortally, Three negroes were killed outright, 
and as far as heard from thirty-four were wounded, 
ten to fifteen mortally. Since the fight five have .died, 
and three or four more will die during the nght, Sev- 
eral whites went to the assistance of the negro who 
had voted the Conservative ticket, when one of his as- 
sailants drew s pistol on the whites. In an instant « 
general fire from the whites and biacks commenced, 
which the latter stood fora second or two, and then 
gave way. There were probably 500 shots fired 
by both sides, the majority being by the 
whites, The negroes came in from the country 
armed with pistols, heavy clubs, wheel-spokes, 
etc., and were very aggressive upon those of their color 
who voted the Democratic ticket. Fora few seconds 
sfter the firing ceased the negroes began to mass for 
a renewal of the fight, but seeing that the whites were 
arming to receive them, they again scattered, and 
quiet was soon restored,

Suicide. 
A GIRL 6 YEARS OLD HANGS HERSELF. 

The present sensation of Newark, N. J., is the 
deliberate suicide of a 6-year-old girl named 
Teresa Gressel, on Tuesday of last week. She 
was found by her mother hanging dead im the 
wash-house, and was then stiff andcold. The 
little one had been swinging and had madea 
noose of the rope by tying the loose end of the 
swing tothe beam. Then she drew herself up, 
as is supposed, by her hands, and placing her 
head in the twisted noose swuog off and was 
strangled. 

LETTER OF A SUICIDE, 

A young man named Butenoff, the son of s 
San Fraucisco banker, committed suicide recent- 
ly, leaving a letter in which he said: * That the 
— should not suspect that the deed was 

one ina fit of insanity, I state that, aftera 
month’s reflection, I take leave of this world in 
the full possession of all my senses, and that I[ 
am calm and collected, but I am driven to this 
by extreme despair, nervous excitement, etc., 
etc. I have gone to the dogs. For years I have 
deported myself correctly in this world, but, 
during the last ten weeks, I found that I 
would have to become involved in debt 
and live upon the charity of others. Even 
now I find that I have overstepped the bounds, 
and can no longer obtain a cent’s worth of favor. 
For weeks I have offered my services for m 
Board, but ~~ have not been accepted. it 
would take too long for me to regain my former 
status. I have almost begged of those who 
through me made hundreds of dollars, and they 
turned from me with thei handa in their pock- 
ets. Some did help me at first, but their man- 
ner was such that to approach ‘them a second 
time for a favor became impossible. My inner- 
most thauks to {bere follow the names of a 
dozen persons], who have, this day that I take 
poison, refused me credit.” 

EXPLANATION OF AN ATTEMPTED 
Krom the Brooklyn (N. Y,) Ar Oct, 30. 

To-day we are able to present a full and relia- 
ble explanation of the causes which led to the 
recent attempt by Fielder 8S. Weeks, Esq., of 
this city, to take his own life. Mr. Weeks isa 
gentieman of means—one of the kindest of bus- 
bands and most exemplary of citizens. He con- 
ducts a large business in New York, and the 
cares growiug out of bis large commercial trans- 
actions have been particularly burdensome of 
late. Last Monday evening he entered his resi- 
dence, in First place, much exhausted by the 
business-strain of the day. He has been unabie 
to secure sound and refreshing sleep for some 
time past,and Monday he procured a small 
quantity of laudanum, thinking s small dose 
would help him to secure the needed rest. It is 
now ascertained that he took an overdose of the 
potion, and the medicine, instead of producing 
sleep, reodered Mr. Weeks temporarily insane, 
In this condition, he seizedasmall knife avd 
stabbed nimself several times in the neck and 
breast. He bled profusely, and in changing the 
mattresses on his bed a small vial of laudanum 
was found secreted between them. It seems 
that Mr. Weeks, iu thrusting the knife-blade 
into his breast, pierced the lung. The wouad 
was closed externally by a clot of blood, and the 
ait passed from the lung to the cellular tissues, 
This produced a remarkable inflation, aud yester- 
day afternoon Mr. Weeks’ body was swollen to 
twice the natural size. He was attended by Dr. 
Daniel G. Thomas, of Utica, and Dr. Otterson, 
of Brooklyn. The skin was punctured over the 
opposite jung, and the imprisoned air rushed out 
witb remarkable force. r. Weeks is mach im- 
proved to-day, and it is likely that he will soon 
be able to resume bis business. He has quite 
recovered bis useal flow of good spirits, and will 
not attempt to insiuce sleep again by an 
indetinite quantiéy of laudanum. 


SUICIDE. 


Where Dickens Found One of His 
Characters. 
London Correspondence af the Arcadian. 

A house with a history, that has suffered from 
the force of the explosion, is Winterton House, 
a large, rambling edifice facing the outer circle 
ef the Park. It was for many years ivhabited by 
an eccentric lady, @ Mrs. Cass, who died not long 
agoatavery advanced age. This lady had, 
nearly half a century ago, formed a connection 
more intimate than honorable with one of those 
Royal Dukes whom George III. presented to his 
upappreciative subjects. I could tell you his 
name, but it is well now to let these matters pass 
into oblivion, and I should not have aliuded to 
ber history but that there is connected with ita 
story which is not generally known, and rhich 
will be of mterest to literary le, because the 
knowledge of it coming to Charles Dickens fur- 
nisbed bim with the remarkable idea he made use 
of in ‘Great Expectations.” Mrs. Caas had one 
daughter, who married against her mother’s 
wishes, although the wedding took place at 
Winterton House. Whenthe guests left the. 
room in which the wedding breakfast had been 
given, Mrs. Cass ordered the shutters to be shut 
and the doors to be locked, and from that time 
to the day of her death the room was never mw 
ed. The key was kept by Mrs. Cass, and a lady 
who lived with her as companion for a long time 
told me that she did not believe that the old lady 
bad ever looked in herself. I have been permit- 
ted to peep through the keyhole, and have seen, 
by the few rays of light that penetrated the 
chinks of the shutters, the table laid out with all 
the plate and china just as they bad been left by 
the wedding party. The table linen was yellow, 
and had been eaten in places by micé and rats. 
The food had all crumbled into dust, bustin the 
centre still stood the immense wedding cake, 
with its sugar figures and wreaths of orange 
blossoms now black withage. It was a y 
mockery of a feast, and I turned from the sight 
with a shudder of almost superstitious horror, 
yet with a feeling of pity for a woman whose 
bate for her own child could have remaived un- 
weakened by twenty years. WhenI knew Mrs. 
Cass she wasa little, shriveled woman nearly 
80, but it was easy to see in her the traces of for- 
mer beauty.

Nathaniel H. Bishop, of Manahawken, N. J., 
who set out from Troy on the Qist inst. ina 

aper canoe for an inland excursion through the 
bare and water-courses along the Atlantic sea- 
board to the Gulf of Mexico, reached Borden- 
town, N. J., 250 miles, in 64 hours. After reat- 
ing a few days in Bordentown he went to Phila- 
deiphia, and expects set out from 
that city for Cape Henlopen eariy next 
week. On his passage down the Hudson he 
reached New York in the evening and 
the bay, outside of Staten Isiand, against a head- 
wind and tide, and met with no mishap, with the 
exception of shipping a littie water. His canoe 
is of the “‘ nautilus” type, and was designed by 
the Rev. Baden Powell; author of ‘‘ Canoe Trav- 
éling.”

It is 14 feet long, 
28 inches beam, 814 inches depth of hold, and 
has a high bow and etern.

THE ELECTIONS. 

Perhaps the October eléctions prepared the 
public for the announcement of the general re- 
sult indicated by the dispatches and our local 
returns this morning. The tide was against the 
Republican party, and there was no power 
strong enough to stem it. It is not necessary 


at this time to inquire into the causes of the 


| political revolution; we can scarcely gather an 


intelligent idea of the result from the mass of 
returns that come to us from all parts. The most 
astounding news comes from Massachusetts, 


“which bas elected a Democratic Governor—the 


first elected by a straight Democratic vote for 
more than twenty years. Ben Butler is defeated, 
which we may set down as a Republican victory 
in this sense: Had the Republicans generally 
throughout the country been defeated and 
Butler elected, the party would have been 
thoroughly identified with the very worst 
elements that have brought about its defeat. 
The indications at the present writing 
are that Tilden is elected Governor of 
New York by a large majority. The 
vote of New York City is 87,000 to 45,000 in his 
favor; in Brooklyn he has 10,000 majority; and 
the returos from the rural districts beard from 
sbow a gain of 6,000. This leaves little donbt 
of his election by a decided majority, in the face 
of the fact that Dix was conceded to be an ex- 
ceptionally stromg candidate for the Republicans. 
The changes in the States of Massachusetts and 
New York are, of course, the most significant. 
The most general interest is in the com- 


| plexion of the next Congress, which was to be 


determined by yesterday's election. There 
seems to be no doubt whatever that the Re- 
publicans have lost control of the House, 
and it is now only a question as to the 
majority. which the Opposition will . have. 
The House was divided into 202 
Republicans and 90 Democrats, or’ a Repub- 
lican majority of 112 There was a gain of 
sixteen votes in preceding elections. The present 
returns indicate that there will be an Opposition 
majority of less than thirty, and probably not 
more than fifty. The gains for the Opposition

In our three local districts, the vote has been so 
close and so irregular that the result cannot 
positively be indicated at the time we write. It 
would appear, however, that Messrs. Farwell, 
Smith, and Ward, Republicans, are elected. 
The only straight voting was between 
Smith and Caulfield in the First Dis- 
trict, and, though the Sixth § Ward 
is not fully heard from, itis not probable that 
Mr. Caultield’s majority there will overcome Mr. 
Smith’s majority in other wards, the county 
towns, and DuPage County. Mr. Farwell, 
if elected, has succeeded by a system of 
trading which the full vote will ex- 
pose. Mr. Harrison has run behind far the 
State and county ticket, and-it is possible 
sufficiently to be defeated. The vote in all these 
districts is very close asto Congressmen. If 
the result has been as we have guessed, the Op- 
position will have gained six Congressmen in 
Illinois. Agnew is unquestionably elected 
Sheriff, and it is not unlikely that the State has 
gone Democratic. 


THE NEW CITY CHARTER. 

The Citizens’ Association some time ago pre- 
pared petitions praying the Common Council to 
submit to the vote of the people the question 
whether Chicago shall become incorporated un- 
der the General Incorporation act. These peti- 
tions have already obtained 15,000 signatures, 
being more than is necessary under the law to 
require the Common Council to take the action 
demanded. Should the people at the special 
election vote for the incorporation under the 
General act, it becomes so incorporated, and the 
existing city officers hold over until their suc- 
cessors are electedin April. The changes be- 
tween the present and the proposed new charter 
are demanded for the protection of the public. 
Some of the more important of these changes 
are as follows : 

The powers of the Mayor are enlarged, and he 
is made, in factas well as in theory, the real 
Executive of the city. He is authorized to pre- 
side at ail meetings of the Common Council ; 
can remove all appointed officers ; has power to 
inspect all the books of all the departments of 
the City Government, and to take whatever action 
may be necessary. 

Under the new charter, the system of soards 
may be abolished, andin place thereof the vari- 
ous branches of the public service may be com- 
mitted to ons responsible officer, subordinate to 
the Mayor, and removable for any dereliction of 
tion of affairs very much, savea large anova) 
expenditure now wasted, and generally avoid the 


now inseparable from the discharge of duties by 
the oftentimes discordant Boards. 

The new organization will dispense with the 
recognition of the several divisions as distinct 
and separate parte of the city, with opposing 
interests. Officers will be ebosen, not as repre- 
sentatives of divisions, but as representatives 
of the general interests of the city. It will ena- 
ble the city to dispense with a large number of 
officials, and generally have the public business 
administered economically, and far more effi- 
ciently than at present. Under the General law, 
the number of Aldermen may be reduced to 
twelve, and cannot exceed thirty-six ; and the 
people, at the time of voting for the general in- 
corporation, may also vote for * equal represent- 
ation,” which will abolish the system of electing 
Aldermen by wards. In place of that plan, the 
whole number of Aldermen will be elected on 
a general ticket by all the voters of the city, thus 
giving every voter a voice in the election of each 
of the Aldermen. 

The City of Chicago has already adopted so 
much of the Genera! locorporation act as re- 
lates to taxation and assessments ; but we have 
not got the rest of the machinery of government 
in harmonious operation therewith. The adop- 
tion of the rest of that generai charter will ena- 
ble the city to administer the Tax and Assess- 
ment laws with less inconvenience and trouble. 

Another recommendation is, thet its adoption 
will bring about a radical change in the mode of 
doing business. It will lift the city out of the 
old ruts into which it has fallen, and will, with 
new officers, a new system, and new and general 
responsibilities, take a fresh start. It is the 
only way to get rid of countless abuses and 
monstrosities that now exist; and tobe rid of 
these is alone a sufficient reason why the new 
charter should be adopted. 


BALM FOR THE WEARY. 

The result“of yesterday's voting necessarily 
leaves a large army of the defeated in tnis city, 
county, and State, who to-day are weary, sore, 
dispirited, and wondering what hit them yes- 
terday. They are disposed to look upon life as 
a fraud and a burden, and upon the world as a 
humbug and adelusion. Brown will probably 
spend the day wondering why his fellow-citizens 
should have been so indiscreet, so dead to their 
duties as patriots, so careless of the safety of 
the country, as to preger Jones, who is so much 
his inferior in patriotism, in ability, and in pri- 
vate character. ‘Thompson will tear his hair and 
abuse his family, and spend the day in cursing 
at the frailty of the public, because Johnson 
will eat turtle soup and ride in a barouche when 
the Governor-Generals and the King of the 
Sandwich Islands come here, and Mrs. Thomp- 


son, and the little Thompsons in their fran- 
tic rage will proceed to put heads, ad- 
ditional to those they already have, upon 
the little Johnsons at sight, for being bloated 
aristocrats, Spriggins will sit down in a condi- 
tion of sullen gloom as he reflects that he has 
been called gambier, drunkard, and thief, that 
he has been accused of putting buttons in con- 
tribution-boxes, of having plotted to lay waste 
and destroy the City of Chicago, and of having 
swindied a poor old apple woman; that his 
grandfather was a Tory in the War of the Revo- 
lution; that his father deserted in the War of 
1812 ; and that he himself was caught skulking 
among the baggage-wagons at the battle of Bull 
Run,—and all this calumny without the shadow of 
a foundation. Such feelings as these are per- 
haps natural, but they are not profitable, nor are 
they philosophical. The surest sign of a great 
man is patience under defeat. The philosopher 
always accepts defeat as an element in the eter- 
nal fitness of things, and regards it 
with a serene smile. The philosophical 
politician, as he reflects upon the money he has 
speot, will arrive at the decision that he is an 
ass, and that the publicis not responsible. As 
he reflects upon the inferior qualifications of his 
successful opponent, he will arrive at the decis- 
ion that the public is an ass, and he is not re- 
sponsible for it. As he reflects upon the cata- 
logue of choice epithets and the calendar of 
crimes which have been laid at his door, he will 
smile at them as little pleasautries which no one 
believes, but which are necessary elements in a 
political contest—mere social ~ exaggerations 
which are outgrowths of that boyish fervor 
which leads one boy to charge the other’s mother 
with being a washerwoman, and his father with 
wearing a cork leg. The one greatest lesson 
which philosophy teaches is that both tickets 
can’t be elected. It is unfortunate for the can- 
didates, but it is nevertheless true, and will re- 
main so until the Millennium, when, fortunately 
for the people who shall live at that blessed 
period, there will be no politicians to fill offices 
and no offices to fill. Not to accept a foregone 
conclusion with calmness is the height of folly. 

But the philosophy of this question has sweet 
consolations for those who are disposed to 
search for them, and Brown, and Thompson, 
and Spriggins may provide themselves there- 
from with balm for all their hurts and rest for 
their weary souls. Let Brown reflect what 
might have happened to him had he gone to 
Congress. Heisan honest man now as the 
world goes, not exposed to temptations, and 
commanding the respect of his fellow-men. In 
Congress he would probably have lapsed into 
subsidy schemes, land jobberies, and Credit. 
Mobilier operations, would have found Count 
Foscos innumerable setting traps for his un- 
wary feet, and sooner or later would have been 
caught with unlawful moneys in his hands. 
Thompson now is considered a man of 
good intelligence, morals, and health. If he 
had gove to Springfield, he would have 
been compelled to exhibit his deplorable igno- 
rance to the gaze of the whole State, which is the 
principal occupation of those who go to Spring- 
field. His morals, which are 80 commendable 
now, would have been weskened and shattered 
by the ceaseless wear and of the pernicious 
influences of the coun m re and the in- 
sidious assaults o vt asada His 
health, now so robust, would have been endan- 
gered by the bad atmosphere of the State-House, 
and the disgraceful and demoralizing quality of 
the Springfield whisky. Had Spriggins gone to 
the Common Council he would have been a 
wreck and a ruin in six months, if not 
sooner. Again, all three of these candi- 
dates have made public announcement not 
only of their disposition but of their desire 
to serve their country, They can still do this by 
staying at home as wellas by going into office. 
In point of fact, the real service to the country 
comes from those who are out of office. Those 
who are in are usually of little service. if 
Brown, and Thompson, and Spriggins, there- 
fore, look at it in this light, with a view of 
studying the philosophy of events and accept- 
ing the cunsolations of that philosophy, they 
will find it to be better for themselves, better 
for their business, and better for their families, 
that they have been elected by s large majority 
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have decided by so handsome a vote that they 
cannot spare them from their midst. In any 
event, this is the view they should take of it, as 
they are not of the slightest consequence to the 
public hereafter, in a political point of view.

PERPETUAL MOTION. 

One of the corporal’s guard of negroes whom 
the manufacturers of Southern outrages, war- 
ranted to keep until after the election have left 
alive, has invented a wonderful machine. He 
has solved the problem of perpetual motion. 
The machine consists of three wheels, a seat, and 
a balance-weight. When the weight is tipped 
forward, the centre of gravity is thrown in front 
of the centre of motion, and the machine has to 
chase itself. A sad accident attended its first 
public trial. There was to be a fair at Franklin, 
Ky., near which town the colored inventor lived. 
He decided to exhibit his handiwork. One week 
before the opening he mounted the seat, pushed 
forward the weight, and started off at 15 mules 
an hour. He meant to visit the Secretary of the 
Fair Association and bave his marvel duly en- 
tered on the books. As he sped out of his native 
village, the Coroner hirea a fast norse and gal- 
loped after him. All the inhabitantsto whom 
the fees for sitting on a Coroner's jury were an 
object followed. Their hopes proved to be well 
founded. At a turn in the road, the driving- 
wheel of the machine struck a lag. The rebound 
sent the aged Ethiopian flying toward the stars, 
When he came down, half a mile farther on, the 
malicious machine had caught up with him. He 
lit on the rapidly-revolving wheel and spun off 
again into space. Three several times was 
this repeated. The Coroner spurred his 
horse on madly. He saw the whole performance 
and he realized that the victim was nearing the 
neighboring county. His hopes of fees were 
fading when he saw the antique African rise 
grandly into air for the fourth time, whirl a 
moment, and then come tumbling to the ground. 
A resident by the road had mistaken him, as he 
flew through the air, for a new species of tur- 
key-buzzard and had fired a fatal shot. The 
resident, becoming aware of the mistake, fled. 

The machine, having slain its master, dashed 
forward at a terrible rate of speed. When last 
seen, it was headed due west and was gaining 
in velocity every moment. Attempts to tele- 
graph warning of its coming proved to be in 
vain, for it distanced the lightning. Unless the 
Mississippi or the Rocky Mountains stopped it, 
it has doubtless ere now plunged into the 
Pacific. 


THE MATTER OF RITUALISM. 

The rejection of Dr. Seymour by the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Convention as Bishop of Lili 
nois may safely be assumed to be due to a con- 
viction that be is more or less tainted with 
Ritualism. Dr. Seymour’s friends, ana Dr. 
Seymour himself, deny this imputation, aul 
allege that he was unfairly accused and not 
allowed an opportuuity to repel an unexpected 
objection. While wo may admit that the charge 
made against him was not established by proof, 
and that, as Dr. Locke says, there was a panic 
in the Convention onthat subject, nevertheless 
it is certain that the adverse action of the Con- 
vention was caused by a desire to prevent the 
election of a Bishop who might turn out to be a 
Ritualist. We understand that Dr. Sullivan, in 
his explanation of his course in the Convention, 


places the opposition to the confirmation of Dr, — 


Seymour on that express ground. 

As ‘‘ Ritualism ” therefore may be considered 
as something under the ban in the Protestant 
Epiecopal Church, it may be well to understand 
what it exactly is. Todothisit is necessary to 
recail the fact that the Protestant Episcopal 
Church of Engiand claims to be the* true Catho- 
lic Church founded by Christ and the Apostles, 
as distinguished from the Roman Catholic 
Church, which asserts the same claim. It as- 
serts, also, direct Apostolic succession through 
its Episcopacy down to the present time. It 
professes, necessarily, that, as its origin was long 
antecedent to the Reformation, ita aith was not 
changed by that revolution; but that certain 
errors, idolatries, and blasphemous doctrines of 
the Roman Church were then put away which 
had been engrafted upon the pure faith of 
the Catholic Charch. The most important of 
these was the dogma of the Real Presence of 
Christ in the Eucharist under the forms or ap- 
pearances of the elements of bread and wine . 
and that, by the words of consecration pronounced 
by the officiating priest, these elements are, 
in fact, changed into the real body and blood of 
Christ. This doctrine was discarded at the time 
of the Reformation as an error attempted to be 
foisted upon the faith of the true Catholic Church. 
It, however, remaius a fundamental doctrine of 
the Roman Catholic Chureh. Ail the services 
and forms of that Church, the whole liturgy of 
the Church, and all its other articles of faith, 
are founded upon the doctrine of the Real 
Presence. The elevation of the Host after con- 
secration, the bending of the knee in adoration, 
the wearing of peculiar vestments, the use of 
incense, the keeping of lights on the altar, and 
the general] reverence for the sanctuary, are all 
in harmony with the one central idea of the 
actual presence of the person of the Savior in 
the consecrated elements. 

Into the ordinary worship of the Episcopal 
Church many of these external forms have been 
introduced, not generally, but by individual 
clergymen. They are more prevalent in some 
dioceses than others, and this 1s owing to the 
degree of toleration exercised by the Bishop. In 
some places in England the ceremonies of the 
Church scarcely differ from those of tife Roman 
Catholic Church. In the Roman Catholic Church 
these ceremonies are all incidental to and 
symbolical of the worship of the Savior as being 
bodily present in the sacrament. In the Episco- 
pal Church they have no meaning if not sym- 
bolic, and, if the latter, of what are they the 
symbol ? 

The Pall Mall Gazette recently discussed this 
question of Ritualism in connection with doc- 
trine. It takes the ground that the use of par- 
ticular vestments, of incense, and the various 
other peculiar ceremonies, have no significance 
as part of a merely commemorative service ; but 
as symbolic of the worship of Christ really 
present in the sacrament, it symbolizes ‘‘ gross 
and degrading superstitions.” The same paper, 
reviewing a long series of extracts from Ritual- 
istic books, concludes by saying : 

We end as we began, by repeating that Ritualiem 
symbolizing no Romish doctrine is not in any way a 
cause of dissension or an object of distrust among 
Englishmen ; and that when it symbolizes anything 
it symbolizes such gross and degrading superstitions 
as those embodied in the extracts here given. 

And it must be remembered that all the practices 
we have been noticing, the comparatively harmless as 
well as the superiatively offemsive, are all parts of the 
same system, and cannot be separated from each 
other, It is idle and misleading to evade this most 
important of all the facts in the question. 

To understand the intelligent objections to 
Ritualism it must be berne in mind that harmony 
in church service—that is, harmony between the 
liturgy or ritual and the doctrinal faith of the 
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communion this harmony between the faith of 
the Church and the ceremonial of worsbip is 
perfect. It should be equally so in the Episco- 
pal Church. In the one Church the faith is that 
Christ is really present in the Sacrament. In 
the other the faith is that He is not present, and 
that to assert that He is so present is a gross 
and degrading superstition. Tbe difference is 
radical. In the one case it is the Real Presence, 
in the other it is the Real Absence. In the one 
case the consecrated elements are worshiped 
as the real humanity of Christ; in the other this 
doctrine is held in abhorrence, and such presence 
is denied, 

Of the many forms incideat to the worship of 
the Roman Catholic Church, and entirely harmo- 
nious with the doctrine of that Church, and yet 
incorporated by the Ritualists into the worship 
of the Episcopal Church, we need mention but 
one, andthat is beuding the knee before the 
concecrated elements. This, while harmonious 
with the doctrine of the one Church, is manifest- 
ly absurd in the other. In the one Church it is 
altogether appropriate, and a natural sequence 
to the doctrine of that Church; while in the 
Other it is either an unmeaning gesture, or @ 
distinct and striking assent to something which 
the Church denies as antrue, and stigmatizes as 
a gross and degrading superstition. 

The Ritualists are not agreed among them- 
selves. Some are more advanced than others. 
It is not, however, as Many suppose, a mere 
question of Church millinery. Either the forms 
and ceremonies used in the Roman Catholic 
Church, and introduced into the service of the 
Episcopal Church, heave a meaning, or they have 
not. In the Roman Catholic Church they illus- 
trate and exemplify certaia doctrines. These doc- 
trines are condemved by the Episcopal Church as 
blasphemous. Are these peculiar ceremonies used 
by the Ritualists to symbolize the doctrines of the 
other Church? If they are, then the symbolism 
becomes a warfare within the Church upon the 
doctrines of the Church itself, and in favor of 
the very errors which the Church put aside as 
blasphemous and superstitious at the time of 
the Reformation. For these reasons it is but 
natural that the Protestant Episcopal Church 
should seek, in the selection of its Bishops, to 
avoid giving encouragement to Ritualism. 


A LITERARY SENSATION. 

Mr. Robert Buchanan is nothing if not sensa- 
tional. His mannered verse strains after the 
startling. His reviews breathe a defiance of 
common sense which he erroneously regards as 
commovplace. He lives in the midst of a sort 
of literary Donnybrook Fair. Wherever he sees 
an idea he hits it. The last idea that occurred 
to him was that the civilized world reverenced 
Goethe as a genius. Thereat he rushed into 
print, in the New Quarterly Magazine, in the 
attempt to show the world that it was wrong and 
he, the only and would-be original Robert 
Buchanan, was right. His essay has destroyed 
one reputation, but this was not Goethe's. 

Mr. Buchanan is sweetly condescending to his 
victim. - Goethe was not a genius, but he 
‘‘would have made an excellent business man, a 
first-class artist, a tolerable parson, a successful 
actor, or a good dancing-master.” It is surely a 
pity that the German demi-god did not have this 
kind mentor by him in his youth. Then he would 
have taught Frankfort how to dance, or played 
for bread-and-butter on the Weimar stage, or 
thumped. Lutheran theology out of a puipit- 
cushion instead of wasting his time in writing 
‘*Wilhelm Meister ” and ‘* Faust,”—those stupid 
efforts which the world ignorantly liked uatil 
Robert Buchanan rose to set it right, 

It is worth while to briefly review the points 
which this critic triesto make. As they come to 
us, they may be reduced to three. The first is 
that Goethe’s one inspiration was ‘‘ the mystery 
of sex.” ‘‘ God would not move Goethe, nor 
could Nature, nor revolutiou, nor aspiration, nor 
intellectual love; none of these could directly 
move him, but put him inthe society of a fair 
woman—titillate bim ever so slightly by sensu- 
ous means, and Goethe moved at once, expand- 
ed, soared, found a thousand ways of expending 
his activity on the world at large.” This idea 
finds a natural birthplace in the brain of the 
author of “ The Flesbly School of Poetry.” 
Every page of the great German’s books 
shows a keen delight in ail that 
was natural. A thunder-storm fascinated him. 
He delighted in climbing mountains, in roaming 
through the green shadows of the Weimar park. 
All his senses were alive. A beautiful woman 
charmed him like a beautiful landscape. The 
“mystery of sex,” of which the critic writes, 
was but part of the mystery of Nature, which 
was his real inspiration. His loves, the Platonic 
and the passionate, influenced him, no doubt, 
but it is gross to style that influence a titillation 
by sensuous means. He was a scientific, as well 
as a@ poetic, thinker. Sensuousness could scarce- 
ly have spurred him on to acientific research. 
Did a flirtation with the Frau von Stein inspire 
his botanical study, and was making eyes at 
Frederika his preparation for investigating op- 
tics ? 

Mr. Buchanan’s second charge is that Goethe 
was theatrical. To mention this is almost to re- 
fute it. Every reader knows the poet’s intense 
admiration for the Greek models. An ideal more 
untheatrical could not be found. He, more than 
any other man, rescued German thought from 
the excesses of the ‘‘ Sturm and Drang ” period. 
His noblest poetry, well translated, becomes 
Emersonian English,—surely the reverse of all 
that is theatrical. The lines he wrote in the 
mountain-hut, commencing 

Uber allen Gipfeln ist Rub’, 
will probably never be perfectly rendered unless 
Emerson himself undertakes the task of trans- 
lation. On the other hand, Emerson’s exquisite 


verse, 
Thou canst not wave thy staff in air, 
Or dip thy paddle in the lake, 
But it carves the bow of beauty there, 
And the ripples in rbyme the oar forsake, 


sounds as though Goethe himself had written it. 
The last charge is the well-worn one of seif- 
ishness, disregard of the interests of humanity, 
etc. It is true that Goethe did not believe in 
armed revolution, that he thought all true 
progress must be through individual enlighten- 
ment, not national discord, and that he there- 
fore held aloof from the politics of his time. 
What of it? When seclusion was the condition 
of the exercise of his genius, shall we censure 
the conduct which enriched the world with his 
masterpjeces? We are not such ardent ad- 
mirers of the Revolution of 93 that we can con- 
sistently rebuke him for failing to fail ia love 
with it. 
Faults he had. So had he genius. In the 
splendor of the latter, the former are lost. His 
statue stands in the World’s Pantheon. No 
critic can chisel into nothingness the serenely- 
beautiful face of the first of modern writers. 
Robert Buchanan’s outcry against Goethe is as 
effective as the dog’s baying at the moon. 
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The imevitable cur, by good behavior in En-

that he reduced the dog-tax. Like his human 
master, whom he much resembles, the inevitable 
cur took advantage of the good opinion he bad 
gained at court, and began to exercise his liberty 
in @ dangerous manner. In Edinburg County 
he satisfied his taste for choice mutton by de- 
youring valuable sheep and lambs, some of the 
former being valued at £35 each. This greatly 
incensed the police, who swore to catching four 
of the marauders in the act, whereupon they 
were executed with great pomp and ceremony as 
a warning to others. These curs are kept by the 
untutored collier, who is willing to pay the re- 
duced tax as a license for the dog to live, put 
makes the bargain that he shall support himself. 
The police are now determined to support him 


at the end of a rope.

DEATH OF EX-GOV. THROOP. 


—_—— 


The telegraph announces the death on Sunday 
afternoon of the Hon. Enos T. Throop, at the 
residence of his nephew, E. T. T. Martin, Esq., 
on Owasco Lake, near Auburn, N. Y. Gov. 
Throop had reached the great age of 90 years, 
and but a short four weeks ago met a social 
gathering of friends to greet Gov. Dix, himself 
in good health, and with faculties but little im- 
paired by the advancing infirmities of age. He 
belonged emphatically to a*generation now past. 
His life and death are worthy of more than a 
passing uotice and passing pause of 
the ever-hurrying footsteps of our life 
that now is, with its turmoils and 
busy engrossments. He was one of an il- 
lustrious circle of distinguished statesmen, poli- 
ticians, and lawyers of New York, who, during 
the first half of the present century, gave tone 
and mark to the Government and laws and 
social life of that great State, aad exercised no 
inconsiderable influence upon the Union at 
large. His public life was eminently creditable 
and honorable to himself and useful in his day 
and generation. In his private life he was the 
gentleman of culture, enlarged benevolence, and 
more than usually winning and amiable address 
and temper, and without any of the faults 
so liable to public men in the tempta- 
tions of public life. Always of the Demo- 
cratic party, he was a co-actor with its 
leaders in its palmiest days of power, and in- 
fluence, and splendid successes. Im 1516 he 
represented his district in Congress. Retiring 
from that, he took a high place at the Bar, in 
company with Judge Lockwood, subsequently 
the honored Judge of the Supreme Court of 
Lilinois. With the adoption of the Constitution 
of 1821 in New York, he ‘was appointed one of 
the eight Circuit Judges of the State, and for the 
Seventh Judicial Circuit. This office he filled 
witb ability and satisfaction to the Western 
Bar, then among the strongest in the State, 
until elected, in 1828, Licutenant-Governor 
upon the ticket with Martin Van Buren, 
in the great Jackson contest. When Mr, 
Van Buren was caliea by Gen. Jackson 
tothe portfollo of Secretary of State; Judge 
Throop became Governor, end at the next bien- 
nial election, in 1830, was chosen Governor for 
the ensuing term. He subsequently received 
the appointment and acted for some years as 
United States Minister to the Court of Naples, 
and afterwards filled the office of Naval Officer 
for along period at the port of New York. In 
ali these public positions no breath of slander 
ever irapugned his integrity and high character. 
Retiring early from public life, he sought the 
‘‘ter qualerque beati agricola” enjoyment of 
Virgil, and in the quiet and peacefal pursuits of 
agriculture contrasted a somewhat tumultuous 
political course to the great benefit of his co- 
laborers in that rural! field. 

Gov. Throop was married to Miss Evalina Vre- 
denburgh, a beautiful aod accomplished lady, 
youngest daughter of William I. Vredenburgh, 
of Skaneateles, N. Y., and was called to moura 
her early loss in 1830, without children. Since 
then he never married, and his home has been 
with his family relatives and descendants. 

He has fallen like a shock of corn, fully ripe, 
and gone to join the innumerable throng, al- 
most the last of his generation, with the itove 
and reverence of those who knew him best, and 
leaving @ name and example without blemish or 
spot. 8. A. G. 


Hassan Effendi has been enjoying a pleasant 
vacation. He can sympathize with Dr. Newman 
in his professional jaunt round the world. 
Whereas the latter went at the expense of 
the Government of the United States, 
the former enjoyed himself, while the 
Sultan of Turkey paid the bills. He 
had the best of it, too, because not being 
a clergyman he had no reputation to carry along 
with him, and none of his detractors could say 
unkind things about his devoting himself too 
much to worldly pleasures and pursuits.

‘¢ old curiosity shop ” in Pera for several years. 
It is not every rag-and-bone dealer whose pas- 
sage is paid round the world in order to pur- 
chase pottery cheap for somebody else.

Dean Sir: Be to express to the Chicago 
Literary Club my thanks for the flattering notice 
which they take of my 80th birthday, and their kind 
invitation to be present at the banquet on the 3d of 
November. The honor which they have done me is 
one t0 which, on looking back upon my past life, I 
feel that I have no claim, and am therefore the 
more indebted to their generosity. I cannot be 
present, but my good wishes will be with the members. 
I hope that they will find the banquet as pleasant, the 
conversation as entertaining, the speeches, if any, as 
eloquent, and the viands as well flavored, as if the 
members had met to celebrate the birthday of some 
better man. Now I think of it, there must have been 
born on the 3d of November a great many excellent 
persons, of both sexes, to whose virtuous lives 
the world is under great obligations. will 
not my friends of the Literary Club pass to the credit 
of these persons such share of the honors of their fes— 
tival as lam not worthy of, and thus square the ac- 
count, Iam, sir, very truly yours, W.C. Bryant.

_ The letter was an autograph, written in exceed- 
ingly neat and legible characters. It was re- 
ceived with applause, mingled with laughter, be- 
cause of the expression in it, ‘‘this square the 
account.” 

The Chairman then introduced 

MR. ARTHUR BRYANT 

to the Club, saying that there was one thing to 
be regretted as regards Mr. Bryant's career, 
and that was that he did not imitate his broth- 
ers example twenty oor thirty years 
ago. He had not come out West, where 
bis great scal would have room to expand; 
it Could not do so to its fullest capacity over in 
the crowded and confined Eastern country. 
Artbur Bryant, upon rising, met with a very 
warm reception. He said that it appeared he 
was expected to represent William Cullen Bry- 
ant on the occasion. He believed he had some 
literary taste, but he knew he had no literary 
reputation. His hands were more fawiliar with 
the ax and the plow than with the pen, 


and he had done more to clear the 
wilderness than educate the people. He was un- 
able to make a set speech, but he would talk to 


them in his own style about his brother. Mr. 
Bryant then entered on a long and interesting 
review of his brother’s life, saying that his 
earliest recoilections of him were listening to 
him with astonishment when he returned from 
schoo], declaiming portions of his own 
poetical compositions. Mr. Brvant created some 
amusement when he stated that he attempted 
to imitate his brother’s oratory. In the course 
of the review, Mr. Bryant said that bis brother 
irst wrote after the style of Pope and Dryden, 
but as soon as he became acquainted with 
Wordsworth he abandoned bis early style. He 
has written many pieces anonymously, one of 
which, on its appearance in print, created 
2 sensation in tho literary world of 
New York. It was an ode to “Frances 
Wright, published in the Evening Post many 
years ago, and its authorship was revealed only 
when 1t became necessary to settle a discussion. 
He (W. C. Bryant) has yet many unpuovlished 
poems in his possession, about which he will not 
speak, or give information to any one. The re- 
tention of his mental and bedily vigor i due to 


the practice of temperance through life, 
and partiy it is hereditary. His an- 
cestors were all a long-lived people. 
His father was #® man of uncommon 


strength, although he did not live long; his 
grandfather, at 50 years of age, used to spring 
into the saddle with agility, and his grand- 
mother, when she went nding, was wont to 
spring from the ground as her spouse did. 
[Laughter,}] Mr. Bryant concluded with an af- 
fectionate tribute to the genius of his brother. 


Mr. Bryant produced q letter written by 
his brother William at Brooktield' in 
April 4, 1809, in which he submitted 


for his father’s approval a translation of the 
famous nineteenth canto of the First Book of 
Virgil’s Aineid, which he entitled ** Description 
of a Storm,” This translation is a remarkable 
efiort fora boy of so tenderage. It is too long 
for production here, but the members of the 
Club who read it considered that, in the purity 
of its English, the smoothness of its versifica- 
tion, and the accuracy of its rendition, it con- 
tains alithe promise which bas been so nobly 
fuliilled in the transiations of the Liad and the 
Odyssey, the fruit of his ripe oid age.

Important Measures Go Over to a Future 
Time. 


CHURCH DIFFERENCES. 

New York, Nov. 3.—The Protestant Episcopal 
General Convention is holding its closing ses- 
sion to-day. 

The Committee on Canons reported vesterday 
an amendment to Canon 4, with reference to 
the differences between ministers and their con- 
gregations, advocating the establishment of a 
Board of Reference to consider such controver- 
Sy, empowered to recommend terms of settle- 
ment, and, if there was no hope of a favorable 
termination, the minister should be required to 
relinquish his connection with the church, and 
the Bishop should dissolve the eonnection be- 
tween him and his congregation ; and, if the 
latter refused to comply with this order, 
they should pot be allowed representation 
in the Diocesan Convention. until they had re- 
tracted their refusal. In the discussion, the 
Rey. Dr. Adams, of Wisconsin, offered an amend- 
ment that the report be recommitted to the Com- 
mittee, with instructions to report Canon 34, of 
1832. The whole subject was deferred till the 
next General Convention, as not more than one- 
third of the delegates were present.

Yesterday about 3 o’clock the northern part of 
our town was visited by one of the most. terri- 
ble hurricanes that has ever been witnessed in 
this portion of the county.

After raising 
the ‘‘ dickens” generally with his loose property, 
it passed on to the farm of Edward Walker, 
where it unroofed his fine barn which is 40x75 
feet. Mr. Walker had a shed running at right 
angles with his barn, 24x50 feet, 17 feet posts, 
which was filled with grain at thetime. His 
shed was blown all to pieces, breaking the tim- 
ber and lumber so that it is a totalloss. Togive 
you some idea of the force of the wind, I will 
state that the shihgles were parted from the 
roof of bis hop-house and the building was otb- 
erwise unhar It blew a four-horse McCor- 
mick reaper several rods, and then tipped it 
over on the sickle-bar, with the drive-wheel 
standing up 5 feet from the ground.

The Washington Safe-Burgiary Case. 
COLUMBUS ALEXANDER’S TESTIMONY. 

WasuinGron, Nov. 8.—The trial of the alleged 
safe burglars, Harrington, Williams, and White- 
ley, was resumed to-day. Columbus Alexander 
took the stand, and was cross-examined by Mr. 
Davidge. The witness said that his relations 
with Harrington during the investigation were 
quite friendly, and had no occasion to be other- 
wise. The witness was strongly impressed with 
the belief that the books produced by J. O. 
Evans were not the original books kept by 
Evans, and he atill thought so. There were 
some books which the Committee never ob- 
tained, especially those relating to the real es- 
tate pool, in which Evans and several others 
were engaged. The interview with Butler and 
the witness, at the house of the wit- 
ness, might have occupied five minutes. 
Butler is the same man who has been 
on the witness-stand under the name of 
Hayes. Butler represented to the witness that 
the original books of Evans had not been before 
the Committee, and that he had a friend who 
could produce them, The witness declined to 
pay for any testimony, but did agree to pay for 
any expense in bringing the books to the city, as 
he thought that would be no more than right. 
He did not ask Butler for bis name or address. 
The witness thought Butler was connected with 
the Butler family of his acquaintance in this 
city, and did not ask him where he lived. The 
witness supposed that the books were to be de- 
livered at his house. The witness was sure his 
third intervjew with Butler took place between 
the 20th and 23d of April. Butler brought a 
man with him and asked the witness to “ take a 
good look at him,” as he was the man who 
would bring the books. After the two men had 
gone the witness came to the conclusion 
that some “job” was being put up on him, 
and he told parties at his house that some ras- 
cality was going on. The witness thought they 
were going to trump upa story that Aiexander 
had offered a big sum for evidence against the 
Board of Public Works. He did not notify Evans 
to look out for his books, for he had no interest 
in Evans. Metzgar and Jim Croggan called at 
the house of the witness, and told him there was 
a plot against him. They bad learned this from 
Zirruth, by letter. The witness did not hear any 
bell at bis house on the night of the burglary, 
and has made careful on we he all in the house, 
and no one heard the bell. The witness thinks 
it was providential that they did not get awaken- 
ed, as it might have been worse for some of the 
participants if they had. The witness told Maj. 
Richards about the rascality afloat, and the Major 
said that all the police were under the control of 
Harrington. He also told Lawyer Christy. The 
witness got suspicious of Harrington after the 
third interview with Butler. 

BLUFORD WILSON, 
Solicitor of the Treasury, testified as to his in- 
vestigation of the matter as far as the Treasury 
was interested in it. Witness obtained from Mr. 
Orton copies of telegrams bearing upon the 
case, 

Q.—Is there a rule in telegraph offices to al- 
low heads of Departments to examine dispatches 
sent by their subordinates, where the cost of the 
dispatches are charged to the De ments ? 

A.—I have no positive knowledge of such a 
rule, but such was my understanding, and on 
that hypothesis I made application to Mr. Orton, 
and he stated to me that the practice was to al- 
low copies of Government telegrams to be taken, 
and he furnished them.

An Attempt te Kill A. J. Comstock. 
from the New York Tribune, Nov, 2. 
Anthony J. Comstock, an agent of the New 
York Society for the Suppression of Vice, and 
also an agent of the United States Government 


for preventing the transmission of obscene mat-_ 


ter through the mails, was assaulted and dan- 
gerously wounded in Newark, N.J., on Saturday 
night, by Charles Conroy, of No. 318 West 
Fourth street, Brooklyn, E. D., whom he 
had arrested on the charge of having in 
his possession money-letters obtained fraud- 
ulently. Several complaints have been 
made against Conroy, who had been ope- 
rating in several places in New Jersey, 
Staten Island, and Long Island, and these had 
been referred to Mr. Comstock for ne Nang 
tion. He has been on the track of Conftoy for 
a long time, and finally succeeded in tracing him 
to Newark, where he arrested him on a definite 
charge ; and, accompanied by Mr. Hopwood, a 
clerk in the Post-Office at Newark, tock his pris- 
oner io a carriage to the Newark Jail. Mr. Com- 
stock, on arriving at the Jail, alighted, and was 
stoopipg to open the carriage door, whep Conroy 
suddenly drew a dirk with a blade about 3 inches 
long and stabbed him in the head, inflicting a 
slight scalp wound. ‘The blow was instantly re- 


peated, the dirk thie time cutting a fear- 
ful gash in Comstock’s face, extend- 
ing from the temple to the chin, 


and laying the flesh completely open to the 
bone. Four of the facial arteries were severed. 
With the blood spurting from his wound, Com- 
stock seized the prisoner, with assistance from 
Mr. Hopwood, and, presenting a revolver, threat- 
ened to shoot him if he resisted. The guard 
soon came to their assistance, and Conroy was 
locked up. Mr. Comstocks wound was then 
dressed, but so bunglingly thi&t the flow of blood 
had not stopped when he arrived at his resi- 
dence in Brooklyn. His clothes were saturated 
with blood. He was at once attended by Dr. 
Hutchinson, who did not succeed in stopping 
the flow of blood until two hours after his 
arrival. Mr. Comstock was doing very well last 
night, and Dr. Budington said there was nodoubt 
about his recovery, the only danger being from 
the possible setting in of erysipelas. His wound 
is so severe that his physicians will not permit 
him to converse, amd he can scarcely sp 
above a whisper. He says that notwithstanding 
the provocation offered he is glad that he did not 
shoot Conroy. 

While Conroy was in the carriage he tried to 
wheedie Mr. Comstock into letting him off. He 
kissed Mr. Comstock’s hands and resorted to the 
most abject flattery to secure that end. After 
the attatk his conduct was ebanged, and he 
cursed and reviled his captor. Conroy is de- 
scribed as a large, heavy man, with three fingers 
of one of his hands amputated. He was committed 
by United States Commissioner Whitehead before 
the assault to answer on Thursday. He has 
been arrested before at the instance of Mr. 
Comstock. The latter has several times been 
assaulted by those whose nefarious business he 
has broken up. About a month ago he was as- 
saulted in City-Hall Square, but, being a man of 
great strength, he had the advantage of his 
assailant and put him into the hands of the 
police. He holds several charges against Conroy 
for the transmission of obscene literature, which 
will be duly presented. Mr. Hopwood will 
prefer charges against Conroy to-day for assault 
with intent to kill. 

The assault upon Mr. Comstock has aroused 
intense indignation am the Clinton Avenue 
Congregational Church, of Brooklyn, of which 
he was a.member. The Rev. Dr. Badington 
announced the outrage from his pulpit yester- 
day morning, and detailed the circumstances of 
it to the male members of the congregation, 
who met in the lecture-room at his request after 
the close of his services. Dr. Budington spoke 
in terms of highest praise of Mr. Comstock’s 
courage and success in his warfare on vile litera- 
ture; and was followed by Mr. Henry W. Slocum, 


who, in s short and vigorous speech, de- 
icted the magnitude of the evil against which 
r. Comstock is contending, and the

ON COMING DOWN IN A PARACHUTE, 


George Augustus Saia’s Experience, 
Bo many ladies and gentlemen have made 
Pty ce and * — Spt me we — 
ew years, it would sim an 

act of impertinence on my part to deantbe 
minutely the phenomena of an ascent from the 
neighborhood of London, how you do not at 
first appear to be rising, but stationary, while 
the earth, on the other hand, seems to be sink- 
ing beneath you; how,—if there are any clouds 
im your part of the sky,—when you have 
passed through the lowermost banks of vapor, 
and look down on the fleecy, floating 
masses beneath you, you experience a momepn- 
tary feeling of pride, asinine pride; or 
how, a free from clouds, you look down and 
see stretching around you the great green earth, 
aud, immediately below, London, diminished to 
the size of a model in a museum,—St. Paul’s 
seeming no bigger than a pea, and the Monu- 
ment looking no longer than a pip, while the 
smoke of London seems stationary over it—a 
thin, sleazy blue blanket in two stripe, one for 
the Middlesex and one for the Surrey side, and 
cut precisely to the shape of the city and sub- 
urbs, through the whole running the glinting 
river, like a skein of quicksilver. I must men- 
tion that my view of the wondrous 
panorama around and beneath was some- 
what impeded by the fact that we were 
top-hampered by s quantity of tov-balloons, 
mere inflated linen bags, fashioned as lions, 
dragons, fish, and other preposterous forms, and 
ail emblazoned with the nizance of the Sym- 
posium.* These wretched little trifles. were in- 
directly the cause of our undoing. The aero- 
naut had instructions to cut the wiud-bags adrift 
whem he ascended a short dis‘ ance, in order that 
they might amuse the gobe-mouches of Bromp- 
ton and the Fulham Road, and scatter adver- 
tisements of the Symposium far and wide. Thus 
the little old rag PR the first five minutes 


of his been so busy with his 
pocket-knife loosing these ridiculous #t- 
pedimenta, at he had _ i (forgotten a 


precaution very necessary to our safety. While 
the balioon is on the ground it is customary to 
close the neck of the machine by means of a 
handkerchief tied in a alip-knot, in order to pre- 
vent the admixture of the heavy lower stratum 
of atmospheric air with the more buoyant car- 
buretted bydrogen ineide the balloon. Directly 
the balloon ascends, the prudent aeronaut slips 
off the handkerchief. Our aeronaut, busied with 
his trumpery wind-bags, did no such thing. The 
assistant may have been unaware that the thing 
ought to be done. He cried out gleefully that we 
had’ risen to the altitude of 1 mile—that we 
were just over Falham Church, and that we were 
about to cross the Thames. Just then I heard a 


— crackling report, precisely like that of a 
musket-shot, above my head. The balloon had 
burst. 


It could scarcely, under the circum- 
stances, have done any thing but burst. The 
gas in the machine had become rarefied. and had 
rapidly expanded. It eould not escape from 
above, the valve was closed ; “% could not escape 
from below, the neck was closed. So it went to 
amash, justas an inflated and air-tight bag of 
paper goes to smash between the palms of a 
school-boy’s hands.t 

So we fell, as a stone falls, halfa mile. When 
we ascended, it had appeared to me that the 
earth was sinking beneath us. Now the globe— 
fields, houses, lamp-posts, chimney-pots—seem- 
ed to berushing up tous with literaliy incon- 


ceivable rapidity. There was in particular 
one tall church-steeple, which, by the 
celerity of its approach, appeared to be 


horribly anxious that 1 should be impaled on 
its apex. It could not have been Fulham 
Chureh ; but, whatever or wherever-was the 
edifice, it was there rushing up at me; and I 
declare that the grotesqueness of the position 
of impalement—all legs and wings, like a cock- 
chafer—distinctly and visibly occurred to me. 
I declare, aiso, sans p/iases, that there arose 
before me no ‘“‘ panoramx” of my early life, or 
of my by-goue acts and deeds, as such pano- 
ramas are said to nave arisen before the eyes 
of persons rescued at the very last instant 
from hanging or drowning. YetI do plsinly 
and literally remember several things; 
that I beard a voice cry, with an oath, ‘* Let 
go!” and “Cut! cut!” and that a knife was 
thrust into my hand; and it seemed afterward 
that the assistant and I had pitched out all the 
badlast in the balloon,— bags and all,—and that I 
had cut awaythe grapnel or anchor from the 
side of the car. That Il had done so was plain 
from two of my fingers being jagged across by 
the knife. What became of the grapnel we never 
knew ; but, if it had fallen in a populous street, 
it would in all probability have killed somebody. 
The heavy bags of ballast, too, must have fallen 
like stones. The final thing I remember during 
our descent was droll enough. Just before 
the balloon left the Pre my 
dear, kiod brother over 
my shoulders, a light paletot, observing, 
with a laugh, that I might feel it 
rather cold “up there.” I donned this garment 
as we ascended, and I remember saying as we 
came thundering down, ‘‘ Charley’s coat will be 
torn te ribbons.” So much for panoramic ef- 
fects when the jaws of death seem to be yawn- 
ing for us. To the possession of what is ordi- 
narily termed “presence of mind” on the oc- 
casion I disdainfully deciine to lay claim. What 
I did in the matter of the grapnei and the bal- 
last was done mechanically and wellnigh uncon- 
sciously; and I was desperately and mortally 
terrified. A few days after the accident I met 
the aeronaut’s assistant, and had the curiosity 
to sound him as to my demeanor during the 
fall. ' 

“Sir.” he very eandidly replied, ‘‘you kept 
your mouth wide open, and you were as blue as 
your breeches.” 

I had been clad at the time in light summer 
attire. * And you ?” I continued, 

‘* Well out of it,” quoth the acronaut’s assist- 
ant, who was seemingly a philosopher; and so 
went his way. 

Meanwhile—the term is wellnigh tmappro- 

riate, since there was scarcely anv “‘ while” ‘to 
‘‘mean ”—the aeronant, who looked like a 
sailor, bad not lost his presence of mind, and 
had not been idle. He saw at a glance, this 
brave little old man—although he had been for- 
getful in the matter of the elip-knotted hand- 
kerchief—wherein our single chance of safety 
lay. He jumped up into the shrouds of the 
balloon, cut the cords which attached the neck of 
the machine to the hoop, and away to the very 
top of the netting flew the whole of the ex- 
hausted silk body of the sausage. Then it 
formed a cupola of the approved umbrella 
attern—it formed a parachule! It steadied 
instantly. There was no collapse, and down 
we came swiftly, but easily in a slanting 
direction, alighting amon the cabbages 
in «® # market-garden, ulham Fieids. 
The car etruck the elastic earth with violence, 
and rebounded, clearing a hedge, a distance of 
some twenty feet. Then the silk, and the net- 
ting, and thepoop, and the car itself fell atop of 
us among the cabbages. We were dragged forth 
from the ruins of the sausage, only to be hustled 
and robbed of all the money in our pockets by a 
ruffianly crew of working market-gardeners ; and 
the proprietor of the light cart, who consented 
to drive me from Fulham to Kensington Gore, 
demanded a guinea as his fare, on the ground 
that ** balloons didn’t fall every day.” He was far 
from complimentary, too, about the accident 
itself, remarking ironically that this " wos cum 
of carryin’ up a lot of dogs and monkeys.” This 
ingenuous but mercenary person had mistaken 
our wind-bag dragons and fishes swaling through 
the air, when we ascended, for living animals. 

I will omit any account of the congratalations 
which were indulged in on our return to Gore 
House; yet I cannot conclude this paper with- 
out noting a pregnant but somewhat strongly- 
worded remark made by the little old aeronaut. 
While everybody was his hands, and 

aying him well-deserved compliments on bis 
intrepidity, he suddenly drew on one side, folded 
his arms, and sternly inquired, *‘ Who the —— 
will say now that you can’t come down in @ para- 
chute?” The manner of putting the query was 
irreverent, but the matter thereof was cogent. 
Three-and-twenty years after the event I have 
narrated, I find myself forcibly imbued with the 
conviction that it is possible to descend in safety 
from apy height by means of s parachute, but 
that there are ten thousand chances to one 
against the man who tries the venture survi 
to tell the tale. And please to remember that 
had no inteation of coming down in a parachute. 
I contracted to come down in a sausage balloon ; 
but I will do the inventor the justice to men- 
tion that he never asked me for my share of the

A Demand for Over $700,000 Internai- 


sum of over $700,000. We don’t think this de- 
mand will be complied with very cheerfuily, for, 
apart from the indi tion to do so, $700,000— 
small as the sum may be in the eyes of the Gov- 
ernment—is a large sum in Dubuque. 

The foundation for this demand is this: Dur- 
ing the By between September, 1865, and 
May, 1867, there were nineteen assessments 
made on Mr. Rhomberg for spirits manufactured 
by him at his distiliery here in Dubuque. None 
of these assessments were paid, as the Govern- 
ment alleges, and they aggregate over $700,000. 
These assessments were made by the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, and the to 
enforce them were brought here on Friday last 
by Gen. Hedrick, Supervisor of Internal Reve- 
nue, and placed in the hands of Gen. Trambull 
forservice. The demand for the payment of 
this money was made on Mr. Rhomberg on Fri- 
day night. He bas ten days in which to comply 
with this demand before any further steps are 
taken by the Government to enforce it. At the 
end of that time, unless the demand is complied 
with, it becomes the duty of the Collector here, 
Gen. Trumbull, to make a levy. 

This is the revival of a claim by the Govern- 
ment inst Mr. Rhomberg which was gener- 
ally understood to have been given up or settled 
in some way. It is quite likely that the enforve- 
ment of it will be resisted, for Mr. Rhomberg is 
not the man to yield even to the Government if 
it be in the wrong. 

This, of course, is a question between the 
Government and Mr. Rhomberg, and which can 
be settled only by ascertaining the facts in the 
case aod applying to them the Internal Revenue 
laws. The sympathies of this community are 
with Mr. Rhomberg, but ita judgment will be 
that the right will prevail. 

MORE OF IT, FURTHER PARTICULARS. 

Mr. Rhomberg bas reason to believe this re- 
vival of an abandoned claim against him is a 
piece of a he gp , because at the late elec- 
tion Mr. Rhomberg refused to use his influence 
for Mr. Granger for Congress. There is no 
more reason now than there has been for some 
years founded on fact or law to revive this 
clam against him, and he can see no other rea- 
son than that he refused to be made a tool of to 
effect the election to Congress of a Republican 
ip this district. He also alleges that a person 
once in his employ and an attorney of this city, 
both of whom he names, have attempted at 
various times to blackmail him, and that, failing 
to do so, this employe has now given informa- 
tion on which the claim made against him by the 
Government is founded.

A City Almost Orphaned. 
From the Terre Haute (Ind.) Journal. 

A narrow escape from what would have been a 
real calamity to the city occurred Monday even- 
ing, no less than the involving of the lives of 
the Mayor and the CityCouncil, It bas thus far 
been kept quiet, and treated as a little joke. The 
gentlemen were inside the new 6-foot sewer, 
making an examination of it as a committee of 
the whole, all being present, we understand, ex- 
cept Mr. Hayward.

The fact has since been found that the 
blow-off pipe of the hominy mill passes under 
the sewer, and that it happened to be the time 
for closing of work in the mill for the day, and 
the engineer, not knowing they were there, had 
started to let out the steam. But as he did so he 
found some trifling obstruction was in the valve, 
and so he let down the lever until he could at- 
tend to it, and did not let out the steam until 
some time afterward, when the Mayor and 
Councilmen were out. The deluging of the 
sewer with hot steam, at 100 pounds pressure, 
from those three big boilers, wanld have killed 
any member of the party almost instantly, and 
before they could have succeeded in getting out 
of the place.

Insurrection in Senegal. 

The Brussels paper, Le Nord, publishes a let- 
ter written from St. Louis, Senegal, in which it 
is stated that ‘‘ Our colony, which for more than 
four years has enjoyed complete tranguility, has 
just been surprised by very serious events. The 
famous agitator, Lat Dior, whose influence over 
the Mohammedan population is enormous, has 
taken the field. The total under his control are 
estimated at 10,000 men. Le Cayor has already 
been militarily occupied by him. He in- 
spires such terror that ali the Moors, women, 
children, and old men, have fied from their 
villages, and have sought our protection at the 
ports near St. Louis. There are many wounded 
among them. Our Governor, Col. Valiere, whose 
health has been for some time greatly affected, 
is making preparations prior to commencing a 
campaign against Lat Dior. Unfortunately, the 
forces at his disposal at this moment are not 
sufficient to enable him to crush the rebels. Aid 
has been requested from France, St. Louis, 
from its insular position, is secure against a 
coup de main, but the inland road by Dakar and 
Goree is already cut by the enemy, and those 
establishments, being inadequately garrisoned, 
are threatened. Lat Dior is said to have numer- 
ous cavalry, and the Moors are first-rate horse- 
mea. ;

If these cargoes were 
thrown upon the English market to-day, it is probable 
that they would not bring more than the freight and 
advances ; in which event our farmers would lose the 
$365,000, now supposed to represent their interest in 
the wheat cargoes afloat on their account,

Last June Capt, John Prindiville and Capt. Thomas 
W. Parker ventured to load the schr Pamiicowith s 
cargo of corn and sent her to durope, This was done 
as an experiment, and the enterprise proved highly 
remutnerative and successful. The success of this 
vessel indueed the ssme gentlemen to send the schr 
Alice shortly afterwards on the same voyage, and she 
too arrived at Ireland in safety. The schr Trumpff 
followed the above-tamed vessels about twenty-two 
days ago, and last Saturday she left Quebec for Ire- 
land, and will probably arrive there also in safety, 
But while these ventures proved that lake vessels could 
successfully cross the ocean from west to east, it had 
yet to be roven that they could return 
as gaccésefully. it i wm easier for 
a vessel to go from here to Europe than 
vice versa, as the west winds are very frequent on the 
ocean, and will help a vessel along. But to make 
headway against a flerce west wind is an entirely dif- 
ferent question, The Pamlico, being the first vessel to 
leave here, was also the first one to start on her return 
voyage. She left Southampton, England, about nine 
weeks ago, with a cargo of chemicals ed to J. 8, 
Kirk & Co., soap manufacturers, and cement for Wads- 
worth & Dickinson. She should have arrived at Que- 
bec about three weeks “go at the farthest, but failed to 
make her appearance, The delay, however, created no 
great fear, as it was ascribed to headwinds, But, as 
day after day passed, and no tidings were heard from 
her, it became apparent that some accident must have 
befallen her. The doubts about the fate of the vessel 
were set aside yesterday by the receipt of the following 
cable dispatch by her owner: 

*“* QUEENSTOWN, Nov. 2, 
** Capt. John Prindiville, Chicago: 

** Pamlico here, leaking. Sails, gaffe, bulwarks, and 
rudder gone. Will bold survey, ED STRETCH,” 

Thus it will be seen that tne gallant craft was not 
able to battle against the fierce west winde and the 
waves of the ocean, The dispatch is brief, and gives 
no particulars, but it cam easily be seen that the vessel 
is in an almost worthless condition. Still her officers 
and crew seem to be safe; but what privations, 
anguish, and distress they must have suffered while 
far out en the deep ocean in a frail and wrecked craft 
none but themseives can tell,

is intrinsic and universal, or local, temporary, 
and, in some sense, accidental ; ‘and whether 
the benefits which it yields might not be obtain- 
ed otherwise, without the very large alloy of evil 
by which, even in the best form of the belief, 
those benefits are qualified.” It need hardly be 
said that the answer given to each of these ques- 
tions is adverse to religion. The inquiry divides 
itself into two parts: What does religion do for 
society, and what for the individual? Before 
grappling with the first of those questions, how- 
ever, Mr. Mill asks us whether ‘it is not 
usual to credit religion as such with the whole of 
the power inherent in any system of moral duties 
inculeated by education and enforced by opin- 
ion?” He then proceeds to describe the empire 
exercised over mankind by simple authority, the 
mere belief and testimony of their fellow-crea- 
tures, by education, aud by public opinion; and, 
after giving to each of these powers their due 
share, there remains 
LITTLE OB NOTHING 
to ascribe to religion. Bentham is quoted to 
prove the inefficacy of religious sanctions when 
not enforced by public opinion, save in exception- 
al characters, or in peculiar moods of mind, es- 
pecially after the times had gone by in which 
divine agency was supposed habitually to em- 
Ploy temporal rewards and punishments. The 
more high-minded of those who-place faith in 
religion, however, generally assert the neces- 
sity of religion for the perfection of their own 
character ; and this observation brings Mr. Mill 
to the gecond part of his inquiry. Those nobier 
spirits say that religion alove can teach what 
morality is; that only when a morality is under- 
stood to come from the gods do men in general 
adopt it, rally round it, and lend their buman 
sanctions for its enforcement ; and that the 
prastiess, uninspir nilosophers in their sub- 
unest flighis ical far short of toe Christian 
morality. And Mr. Mill acknowledges that 
** there is truth in much of this, considered as 
matter of history.” ‘lle case as regards the 
future, however, he thinks te be 
QUITE DIFFERENT : 

Ancient peoples have generall), if not always, receiv- 
ed their morals, their laws, their mtellectual beliefs, 
and even their practical aris of life; all, in short, 
which tended either to guide or to d.scipline them, as 
revelations from the superior powers, and in any other 
way could not easily have been induced .to accept 
them, This was partly the effect of their hopes and 
fears from those powers, which were of much greater 
and more universal potency in earlier times, when the 
agency of the gods was seen in the daily events of life, 
experience not baying yet disclosed the fixed laws ac- 
cording to which physica! phenoniens succeed one 
another. tt ca tong too, of persoaal hopes and 
fears, the involuntary deference felt by these rude 
minds for power superior to their own, and the ten- 
dency to suppose that beings of superhuman power 
must also be ofsuperhuman knowledge and wisdom, 
made them disinterested]y desire. to conform 
their conduct to the presumed references of 
these powerful beings, and to adopt no new 
practice without their authorization either spon- 
taneously given or solicited and obtained. But be- 
cause, when men were still savages, they would not 
have received either moral or scientific truths unless 
they had supposed them to be supernaturally im- 
parted, does it follow that they would now give up 
moral truths any more than scientific because they 
believed them to have no higher origin than 

WISE AND NOBLE GUMAN HEARTS? 

Are not moral truths strong enough in their own 
evidence, at all events, to retain the belief of mankind 
when once they have acquired it? I grant that some 
of the precepts of Christ, as exhibited in the Gospels, 
—rising fur above the Paulism which is the founda- 
tion of ordinary Christianity,—carry some kinds of 
moral goodness to a greater height than had ever been 
attained before, though much even of what is supposed 
to be peculiar to them is equaled in the meditations of 
Marcus Antonnius, which we have no ground for be- 
lieving to have been in any way indebted to Christian- 
ity. But this benefit, whatever it amounts to, has been 
gaiaed. Mankind haye entered into th» possession of 
it, Ithas become the property of humanity, and 
cannot now be lost by anything short of areturn to 
primeval barbarism. The “new commandment to 
ove one anotber;”’ the recognition that the greatest 
are those who serve, not who are served by ae 
the reverence for the weak and humble, which is th 

foundation of chivalry, they and not the strong beiiis 
pointed out as having the first place in God’s regard, 
and the first claim on their fellow-men;: the lesson of 
the parable of the good Samaritan; that of “he that 
is without sin let him throw the first stone;” the pre- 
cept of doing as we would be done by; and such other 
noble moralities as are to be found, mixed with some 
poetical exaggerations, in some maxims of which it is 
difficult to ascertain the precise object, in the authen- 
tic sayings of Jesus of Nazareth,—these are surely in 
sufficient harmony with the intellect and feelings of 
every good man and .woman to be in no danger of be- 
ing let iy. after having been once acknowledged as the 
creed the best and foremost portion of our species. 

Mr. Mill’s conception of the utility that re- 
ligion possesses, 

OR RATHER POSSESSED, 
may be gathered trom the foliowing paragraph: 

Religion and poetry address themselves, at least in 
one of their aspects, to the same part of the human 
co yoo papel they both supply the same want, that of 

eal conceptions grander and more beautiful than we 
eee realized in the prose of human life. Religion, as 
distinguished from poetry, is the product of the cray- 
ing to know whether these imagipative conceptions 
have realities answering to them in some other world 
than ours. The mind im this state eagerly catches at 
uny rumors respecting other worlds, especially when 
delivered by persons whom it decms wiser than itseif, 
To the poetry of the supernatural comes to be thus ad- 
ded a positive belief and expectation, which unpoetic 
al minds can share with the poet tical, Belief in a god 
or gods, or life after death® becomes the canvas which 
every mind, according to its capacity, covers with 
such ideal pictures as itcan either invent or copy. Ia 
that other life each hopes to find the good which he 
has failed to find on earth, or the better which is sifg- 
gested to him by the good which on earth be has par- 
tially seen anc kx own, More especially this belief 
supplies the finer u.irds with materia! for conceptions 
of beings more awfal than they can have known on 
earib, and more excelient than they probably have 
known, So long as human life is insufficient to satisfy 
human aspirations, so long there will be a 

CRAVING FOR HIGHER THINGS, 

which finds its most obvious satisfaction in religion. 
So long as earthly life is full of sutferings, s0 iong 
there will be need of consoiations, which the Lope of 
heaven affords to the selfish, the love of God to the 
tender and grateful. The value, therefore, of religion 
to the individual, both in the past and present, as a 
source Of personal satisfaction and of élev ated feel- 
ings, is not to be disputei. But it has still to be con- 
sidered whether, in order to obtain this good, it is 
necessary to travel beyond the boundaries of the wor!d 
which we inhabit ; or whether the idealization of our 
earthly life, the cultivation of a high conception of 
what it may be made, is not capable of supplying a 
poetry and, in the best sense of the word,a reé.igion 
equally fitted to exait the feelings and (with the same 
aid from education) stjll better calculated to ennodie 
the conduct than any belief respecting the unseen 
powers. 

Mr. Mill then shows how for the love of God 
may be substituted 

THE LOVE OF HUMANITY: 


When we consider how ardent a sentiment, in favor- 

able circumstasces of education, the love of country 
has become, We cannot judge it impossible that the 
love of that larger country, the world, may be nursed 
into similar strength, both as a source of elevated 
emotion and as a principle of duty. He who needs 
any other iesson on this subject than the whole course 
ot ancient history affords, let him read “ Cicero de 
Officiis.” It cannot be said that the standard of 
morals laid down in that celebrated treatise is a high 
standard, To our notions, it is on many points unduly 
lax, and admits capitu lations of conscience. But on 
the subject of duty to our country there is no compro- 
mise. That any man with the smallest pretentions to 
virtue could hesitate to sacrifice life, reputation, fam- 
ity, everything valuable to him to the love of country 
isa suppositian which this eminent interpreter of 
Greek and Roman morality cannot entertain for a mo- 
ment. If, then, persons could be trained, as we see 
they were, not only to believe in theory that the good 
of their —* was an object to which ali otuers 
ought to yield, but to feel this practically as the grand 
duty of life, 60 also may they be mude to feel’ the 
Same absolute obligation towards 

THE UNIVERSAL GOOD. 
A morality grounded on large and wise views of the 
good of the whole, neither sacrificing the individual 
to the aggregate nor the aggregate to the individual, 
but giving to duty on the one hand, and to freedom 
and spontaneity on the other, their proper province, 
wouid derive its power in the superior natures from 
sympathy and benevolence and the passion of ideal 
excellence; in the inferior, fromthe same feelings 
cultivated up tothe measure of their capacity with 
the superadded force of shame. This exalted morality 
would not depend for its ascendancy on any hope of 
reward, but the reward which might be looked for, 
and the thought of which would be a consolation in 
suffering and a support in moments of weakuess, 
would not be a probiematical future exietence, but the 
approbation, in this, of those whom. we respect, and 
ideaily of all those, dead or living, whom we admire or 
yenerate, Forthe thought that our dead parents or 
friends would have approved our conduct isa scarce- 
iy lees powerful motive than the knowledge that 
our living ones do approve it; and the idea tnat 
Socrates, or Howard, or Washington, or Antoninus, or 
Christ, would have ‘sympathi zed with us, or that ws 
are attempting todo our part in the spirit in which 
they did the.re, has operated on the very best minds as 
a siroug incentive to act up to their highest feelings 
and convictions. To call these sentiments by the 
name morality, exclusively of any otber iitie, is claim- 
ing too little forthem. They are 
A REAL BELIGION, 

of which, as of other religious, outward good works 
(the utmost meaning eo suggested by the wogd 
morality) are only a part, are indeed rather tae 
fruits of the religion than tue religion itecif, The es- 
sence of religion is the’ strong and earnest adirecuon of 
the emotions and desires toward an ideal object, 
recognized as of the highest excellence, and as 
rightfully paramount over all selfish objects of 
desire, This condition is fulfilled by the religion 
of humanity im a8 eminent a degree and in as high a 
sense as by the supernatural religions even in their 
best manitestations, and far more so than in any of 
their others. Much more might be added on this 
topic, but enough has been said to comvince any one 
wlio cap distinguish between the intrinsic capaciues of 
human nature and the forms in which thuse capacities 
happen to have been historically developed that the 
sense of unity with mankind, and a deep feeling for 
the general good may be cultivated into a sentiment 
and a principle capable of fulilling every important 
function of religion and itself justly entitled to the 
name, I will now further maintain that itis not only 
capable of fulfilling these functions, but would fulfill 
them better than any form whatever of superpatural- 
iam. it is pot only entitied to be called a religion; it 
is a better religion than any of those which afe or- 
dinarily called by that title. 

Mr. Mill then proceeds to compare the Chris- 
tianity of the Gospels with the Keligion of Hu- 
wey and here he tieads over well-known 
Christianity, he says, 

MUST ALWAYS POSSESS AN ADVANTAGE 


the usefulness of tie belief | over the religion of humanity, inasmuch as the 


former holds out to the individual he certainty | 


of a life after death. The sake 4 pe loses by his 
skepticism only “the hope of reunion with 
those dear to im who have ended their earthly 
life before him ;” but even this Joss is *‘ in man 
cases bevond the reach of comparison or es 
mate,” and “it will always suifice to ke alive, 
in the more sensitive natures, the imaginative 
hope of a futurity, which, if there is nothing to 
prove, there is as little in our knowledge and ex- 
perience to contradict.” 

The essay on *“Theism” fills nearly one-half 
of the whole book. It discusses the ** First 
cause” argument, the ‘* Design ” argument, and 
the usual arguments for immortality and revela- 
tion. 


The notion of a providential government by an 
omnipotent being for the good of his creatures 
MUST BE ENTIRELY DISMISSED. 
Even of the continued existence of the Creator we 
have no other guarantee than that he cannot be sub- 
ject to the law of death which affects terrestrial be- 
ings, since the conditions which produce this liability 
wherever it is known to exist are of his‘ereating. That 
this being, not being omnipotent, may have produced 
a machinery falling short ef his intentions, and which 
may require the occasional interposition of the 
maker’s hand, is a supposition not in itself abeurd nor 
im possible though in nope of the cases in which such 
interpositition is believed to have occurred is the evi- 
dence such as could possibly prove it; it remains a 
sibility, which those may dwell on to whom 
elds comfort, to a that blessings which 
humen power is imadequate to attain 
may come, not from extraordinary human power 
but from the bounty of an intelligence beyond 
the human, and which/continually cares for man, The 
ossibility of a life after death rests on the same foot- 
ng,—of a boon which this powerful being, who wishes 
weil to man, may have the power to grant, and which, 
if the message alleged to have been sent by him, was 
realiy sent, he has actuglly promised. The whole do- 
main of the supernatural is thus removed from the 
region of Belief into thafiof 
PLE HOPE; 
and in that, for ing we can see, it is likely always 
to remain. 

We must not believe, but may hope; and thus 
we may set 
Lhe Old Idol on his base again, the Grand Perhaps. 

Asa further illustration of the great part as- 
signed to the imagmation in Mr. Miu’s scheme, 
read the following passage : 

There is a most important exercise of imagination 
which, in the past and present, has been kept up prin- 
cip ally by means of pao belief, aud which is in- 
finitely precious to mankind, so much so that human 
excellence greatly depends upon the sufficiency of the 
provision made forit, This consists of the tamiler- 
ity of the imagination with the conception of a mor- 
aily perfect belng, and the habit of taking the appro- 
bation of such a being as the norma, or standard to 
which to refer, aud by which to reguiate our own char- 
acters and lives, The idealization of our standard 
of excellence in a person is quite possible, even when 
that person is eonveived as merely imaginary. But 
religion since the birth of Christianity has inculcated 
the belief that our bighest conceptions of combined 
wisdom and goodness exist In the concrete ia a living 
being, who has his eyes on us and cares for our good. 

. It cannot be questioned that the undoubting 
belief of the real existence of a being who realizes our 
own best ideas of perfection, and of our being in the 
hands of that being as the ruler of the universe, gives 

AN INOREASE OF PORCE 

to these feclings beyond what they can recgive from 
reference to a mereiy Ideal conception. This particu- 
lar advantage it is not possible for those to enjoy who 
take a rational view of the nature and amount of the 
evidence for the exisience and atiributes of the Cre- 
ator. On theother hand, they are not incumbered 
with the morai contradictions which beset every form 
of religion which é@iins at justifying in a moral point 
of view the whole government of the world. hey 
are therefore enabled to forma far truer and more 
consistent conception of ideal goodness than it is pos- 
sibie to any one who thinks it necessary to find ideal 
goodness iu an omnipotent ruler of the world, 

Mr. Mill, of course, has something to say about 

JESUS OF NAZARETH, 
sometimes called the Curist, aad this is what he 
Bays: 

The most valuable part of the effect cn the character 
which Christian.ty has produced by Lelding up ima 
divipe persou a standard of excellence aud a wodel for 
lpilation is aVallabie ever bo the abeoiute unbellever, 
and cay never more be lost to humanity. For it is 
Christ rather than God whom Christianity has held up 
to believers as the pattern of perfec “on for humanit 
[t is the God incarnate more than the God of the Je we 
or of nature, who, being ‘dealized, has taken so great 
and salutary a boid ou the modern mind, And what- 
ever eise muay be taken awey from us by rational criti- 
cism, Christ is still iefi ; a unique figure, not more un 
Lke al] his precursors than ail is foilowers even those 
who had the direct Lenefit of his persona! teaching. It 
is of no use to say that Christ, as exhibited in the Gos- 
pels, is not historical, and that we know not how much 
of what is admirable has been superadded by the tra- 
dition of his followers, The tradition of followers suf- 
tices to insert apy number of marvela, and may bave 
inserted ali the miracles which he is reputed §) have 
wrought. But who semong bis disciples or among their 
prose. yi es 

WAS CAPABLE OF INVENTING 

the sayings ascribed to Jesus, or of imnagiming the life 
and character revealed in the Gospels? Coertainiy 
pot the fishermen of Galilee ; as certainiy not st. Paul, 
whose character and idiosyncrasics were of a twially 
diferent sort; stil) iess the early Christian writers, in 
whom nothing is more evident than thas the good 
which wasin them was all derived, as they always 
professed that it was derived, from the higher source, 
What could be added and interpolated bya disciple 
we may see in the mystical parts of the Gospel of St. 
John, matter imported from Philo and the Alexan- 
drian Platonisis, and put into the mouth of the 
Savior ip long speeches about himself, such as the 
other Gospels contain not the slightest vestige of, 

though pretended to have been delivered on oceasions 
of the deepest interest, and when bis principal fol- 
lowers were all present—most prominently at the Last 
Supper. The East was full of men who couid have 
siolen any quantity of this poor stuff, as the multi- 
tudinous Oriental sects of Gpostics afterwards did. 

But about the life and sayings of Jesus there is a 
stamp of personal originaiity combined with pro- 
fundity of insight which, if we abandon the idle ex- 
pectation of finding scientific precision where some- 
thing very diferent was aimed at, must piace the 


Prophet of Nazareth, eyen in the estimation of those 
who have nO Delief in , i8 Inspiration, in 
THE VERY FIRST BANK 

of the men of sublime genius of Whom our species can 
boast. When this pre-emipent genius is combined 
with the qualities of probably the greatest mora] re- 
former and martyr to that mission who ever existed 
upon earth, religion cannot be said to have madea bad 
choice in pitching on this man as the ideal representa- 
tive and guide of humanity; nor even now would it 
be easy, even for an unbelhever, to find a better trans- 
lation of the rule of virtue from the abstract into the 
cencrete than to endeavor so to live that Christ would 
approve our life. When tothis we add that, to the 
conception of the rational skeptic, it remains a possi- 
bility that Christ actually was what he supposed him- 
self to be—not God, for he never made the smallest 
pretension to that character, and would probably have 
tuought such s pretension as blasphemous as it 
seemed to the men who condemned him, but a man 
charged with a special, express, and unique commis- 
sion from God to lead mankind to truth and virtue, 
we may well conclude that the influences of religion on 
the character, which will remain after fational .criti- 
cism has done its utmost against the evidences of re- 
ligion, sare well worth preserving, and that what they 
lack in direct strength, as compared with those of a 
firmer belief, is more than compensated by the greater 
truth and rectitude of the morality they sanction.

How It Governed--A Lesson 
from Dead Walls. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 

. Cotumsis, 8. C., Oct, 20, 
The melancholy comedy of ‘‘Le Roi Carrot.” 
Where the loose music of Offenbach and the 
Greekish dialogue of Sardon were put at once 
to the illustration and the flagellation of their 
period, contained, am ong others, two suggestive 

acenes :

Again, where Pompeii, 
restored in its opulence and crowd, sinks sud- 
denly from the stage, and nothing remains but 
some ruins upon a waste of landscape, to which 


‘the chorus addresses a tender elergy. 
It was with some remembrance of those scenes 


that I stood, in the autumn of this year, 1874, at 


the 
GATEWAY OF THE COLLEGE 
of South Carolina, in the City of Columbia, and 
_ beheld, in the inclosed square, the stage of one 
of the sweetest'and most grotesque comedies to 
which music and sentiment might be written. 
The greatness and mistake of the most brilliant 
State ic the South were organized about 
this College. Here the arising—indeed, the 
arisen—Commonwéaith placed its opinion 
and culture in trusteeship, and nursed its Gov- 
ernors and statesmen. For half-a-century, the 
Professors, Visitors, and Alumni of this College 
prescribed ibe politics of the State, and of much 
of the United States as well. Radicalism in 
thought and inquiry, publicism in its latest scops 
and freedom, morals and philosophical law, were 
here not less distinguishing, however limited the 
arena, than at Harvard or Edinburg. Over- 
whelmed by a social deluge, unexpected and vio- 
lent, but not illogical, any more than the Revo- 
lution in France, which has been attributed to 
Royalty extending protection to a Republic, 
the College of South Carolina is to-day a 
Negro University. As if the genius of the place 
bad appeared upon the wails, and, with her wand, 
called from the’earth leek, turnip, and carrot, to 
arise and govern, the College-yard fills up with 
African lads and girls, a few white faces inter- 
mixed; and the State continues to these, by 
Legislatures overwhelmingly African, the liberal 
subsidy which, to the gross figure of a million or 
more, alate Caucasian dynasty gave a Faculty 
and pupilage wholly white. 
TOTAL ECLIPSE. 

The revolution of the War may be studied at 
this spot in its radical entirety ; and eo perfect 
is the transformation of man, so perfect the 
antiquity of the scene, that all merely current 
criticism is superficial, and the mind attains a 
reach and prospect afforded only where poetry 
and history enlarge each other. 

THE SCENE

- IMPRIMIS. 

At the close of the Revolution, nothing fac- 
tious was remarked of this State. It was reck- 
oned a Federalists’ State, indeed, and the two 
great Pinckneys were successively mentioned 
with John Adams for President. The Virginia 
and Kentucky resolutions of State Rights 
brought no response from this loyal State, and 
its public men were so averse to Jefferson that 
the vote of the State was cast for Burr, father- 
in-law of Joseph Allston. There was one Pinck- 
ney, however, of the second generation, 
who adhered to Jefferson,—Gov. Charles 
Pinckney. His son, graduating at this College of 
South + sel edey wasn the proprietor of the 
Charleston emery ; his daughter married 
Robert Y. Hayne, the law-student of Langdon 
Cheeves, who was one of the parents of Dis- 
union. He himself opposed the original Mis- 
souri Compromise. 

But the two brothers Pinckney—elder cousins 
of Charles Pinckney—were Federalista, with 
Rutledge, William Smith, and Robert Goodloe 
Harper. All these men were in time weeded out 
of public life by the rising power of South Car- 
olina College andthe doctrines taught there. 
The College was made a part of the State,—the 
Boards of Trustees and the Legislature rigor- 
ously supervising the political opinions put for- 
ward ; and, in turn, the offspring of those opin- 
ions became politicians and Jrustees themselves, 
and again held the authority of both will and 
tradition over the curriculum. 

In no State are the names of leaders of op- 
posite opinion more provokingly confounded 
than in South Carolina. The explanations I 
have made of the non-identity between the two 
older Pinckoeys and the junior may be repeated 
of the Smiths and Harpers. 
who gradaated at the College in 1808, was the 

rincipal jurist of Nullification. William Smith, 

Jnited States Senator for twelve vears, was also 
a Nullifier, unlike his namesake, although driven 
from the State by unavailing personal opposition 
to Calhoun. 
GEOGRAPHICAL POLITICS, 

The site of this College is a particular point of 
evidence as to its influence upon the political 
status of the State. The cuiture and refine- 
ment of South $$Carolma—that which 
prepared for the Revolutionary con- 
test, and bad the maritime instincts of 
nationality—lived wholly in the lower country, 
along the coasts, where French, English, and 
Holland Protestants, and Scotch shippers, im- 
bibed the general civilization of coastwise so- 
ciety, freely communicated with the other Col- 
onies, and sent their children to the best schools 
of Europe. The upper parts of the Province, in- 
habited by Indians, and overrun with buffalo and 
game, had been first penetrated by traders and 
cowherds of a vagabond sort, and afterwards by 
Scotch-Irish settlers, amongst whom were the 
Calhouns, Pickenses, and Butlers. During the 
Revoiution, the coast-parts were subjugated ; but 
the highlands were possessed by partisan 
bands, which, ultimately, co-operating with 
Gen. Greene, broke up the British yee and 
won a wide reputation for courage and military 
enterprise. Such men were not disposed to ac- 
cede, after the War, toan aristocratic domina- 
tion. While the coastwise people supported 
Washington and Adams, the leveling ideas of 
Jefferson were responded to by the upland 
populace, which had meantime greatly in- 
creased, and actually outnumbered the lowland 
planters. Wholly different from these English 
and Huguenot people, bred to horseback, to 
foray avd feud, rough and aggressive, and ac- 
customed to little other government than what 
has since borne the name of Ku-Kluxism, the 
Upper Carolinians demanded the Capital to be 
set nearer the ceutre of the State and the 
lowlanders hastened to suggest a College to ac- 
company it. They wished to specialize the in- 
telligence of the lower and upper people before 
extending the representation to a great, crude 
class. We have not, in this generation, been so 
respectful to learning. 

John Rutledge and Tom Drayton were the con- 
ceivers of the College. The leading Trustees 
were Drayton, C. C. Pinckney, H. W. de Saus- 
sure (Washington’s first Director of the Mint), 
John Chestnut, Col. Thomas Taylor, and Col. 
Wade Hampton. The last two, residents of the 
young Capital-City, contracted for the College- 
buildings, and placed them on the spot. Both 
these men lie buried close to the Alma Mater 
they provided for the posterity of the State. 

April 28, 1804, the Trustees met to elect a Fac- 
ulty. Nothing sectional animated their choice, 
but in that selection, insensibly, the institution 
took an original bias for Free Trade in econ- 
omies, and the Jeffersonian ideas of limited sov- 
ereignty. 

MAXEY AND THE HAMMONDS. 

Jopvathan Maxey, previously President of 
Brown University,—where Wayland, in subse- 
quent years, lectured for Free Trade,—and also 
President of Wnion College, where he succeeded 
Jovathan Edpards,—was called to the head of 
the inetitutio He was a graduate of Brown. 
With him were associated Llisha Hammond, a 
young D outh graduate, pedagoguing in the 
State, and Hanford, a graduate of Yale. 

It took but a generation to make this man of 
New Bedford the father of a son, who, above ail 
others, was the immediate parent of the War for 
Disunion,—James H. Hammond. He it was who 
invented the term ‘* mudsill,” and the challenge 
that “‘Cotton is King,” and said that * The 
South can raise, equip, and maintain in tne 
field, a larger army than any Power on earth can 
send against her.” Part of this was 
true; but that man was the son 
of a mudsill. His father married in 
that part of Carolina which has 
produced the whole malcontent influence of the 
State.—the Western centre,—and died in 1829, 
at Columbia. One of his sons translated Jomi- 
ni just before the War, for the military instruc- 
tion of the Carolinians; the elder married Miss 
Fitzsimmons, a connegtion of the Hamptons, 
and their home, on the Savannah River, was the 
meeting-place of the latest Secessionisis. Sen- 
ator Hammond was a graduate of the College, 
an Aide of Gens. Hayne and Hamilton in the at- 
tempted war of Nullification, and, while Gov- 
ernor, he wrote to the British Abolitionist, 
Clarkson (1845) : 

**T indorse, without reserve, the much-abused 
sentiment of Gov. McDutfiie, that ‘Slavery is the 
corner-stone of our republican edifice’; while I 
repudiate, as ridiculousiy absurd, that much- 
lauded, but nowhere-accredited, dogma of Mr. 
Jefigrson, that ‘ Ail mea are born equal.’” 

It may soften our prejudices to note that the 
son of a New-Engiander was the most violent of 
the Carolinians. ‘‘He was the best-informed 
and boldest man we had,” said Mr. Siebels to 
me, *‘and would have been a great man but for 
his uncontrollable appetites.” During the War 
he died. Biuster was over. 

The venerable Maxey, wearing his knee- 
breeches, hooted by the desperately-bad Caro- 
linian boys, sweet and long-suffering, and in 
concord with the State, though once summoned 
by the Trustees to resign, died in 1820; and it is 
his monument which stands on the Campus, cov- 
ered with a long Latin inscription. 

THE VERY FIRST STUDENT 
to enter the College, and graduate from it, was 
William Harper,—*‘the Eldon of the State,” he 
is called,—but no Disunmionist was more rabid, 
and he claimed that Calhoun was not so early as 
himself in favor of Nullification. Hoe, too, was 
the son of a stranger, one of John Wésley’s 
British itinerants, sent by Wesley himself to 
America, with Coke, Atterbury, and Bra- 
zier. This man was the only Judge 
on the Bench of Appeals who non-concurred in 


the opinion of Judges Johnson and O’Neall, that’ 


the oath of State supremacy over the United 
States was uncovstitutional and void. This was 
just after Nullification. The hydrophobiac pop- 
ulace, excited by their politicians, soon after- 
wards swept the Court of Appeals out of exist- 
ence. 

We read in these College-annals of Hooker, of 
Connecticut ; of Gregg, whoee son lies buried in 
the Columbia Cemetery, a Confederate General :

New York ; of Isaae W. Stuart, who read law with 
Toacey, in Connecticut; of Catholic W allace, who

LEGARE ON CALHOUN. 

Writing to the Hon. A. Huger, in 1834, Legare 
says of Calhoun : 

‘‘Nullfication is, with him, tf seems, what 
the French call an tdle fixe,—a monomania ; in 
short, he is, quoad hoc, stark mad, just as Hayne 
is, and perhaps one or two more of their leaders, 

‘* It is really lamentable to think that Calhoun’'s 
pre-eminent abilities as a politician have been so 
wofully misapplied. ‘ There is nobody to be com- 
pared with him in the management of men and 
affairs ; in mere discussion, he is not equal to 
Webster, whose genius, besides, has a beauty 
and elegance that the other is quite destitute of. 
I have no hesitation in saying, however, that he 
is by far the fittest man in the country for the 
Presidential Chair, and that, even now, I have no 
doubt power would cure him of his metaphysical 
delusions, as it did once before.” GATE. 


THE VICTORIA COLONY. 


Scientific Farming and Stock-Raising 
on a Large Scale in Kansas—improv- 
ing the Breeds ef Cattic and Sheep— 
Educated Coionists. 

From the New York Tribune, 

George Grant, who has been for the past two 
years improving and colonizing a large tract of 
land in Kansas upon the Kansas Pacific Railroad, 
is now sojourning in this city, and his account of 
the improvements and successes of Victoria Col- 
ony is very interesting. Mr. Grant says that he 
was attracted to this section of Kansas while 
making a tour through the United States in 1872. 
The soil was found to be rich and deep, and the 
buffalo grass, instead of growing in patches 
with a waste of sand intervenmg, was here 
continuous. The entire surface resembled a 
thick crop of curly hair. Everything that Nature 
could furnish to make this section attractive as a 
grazing country seemed to abound. Mr. Grant 
purchased a large tract and determined to settle 
the country with a class of men who, by reason 
of education, vould farm land seientifically, and 
make Victoria Colony the home of cultivation 
and refinement. Now, only two years after Mr. 
Grant’s first visit, many farms have been bought 
by persons who would hardly have gone into 
business if they bad remained at home. The 
population of Victoria is estimated at about 150 
persons, Amoug the gentlemen who have set- 
tled there are the Hon. Walter Maxwell, son of 
Lord Herriea, of Evringbam Park, Yorkshire, 
England; the son of Charles Gunther, a brother 
of ex-Mayor Gunther, of this city; and Walter 
A. Shields, the heir to the Shields estate All 
the settlers are of an equally good class, form- 
ing a nucleus for others from Eastern 
cities and towns. Mr. Grant is also ne- 
gotiating with the Land Department of the 
Kansas Pacific Railway Company to buy the re- 
mainder of their landsin the adjoining town- 
ships in Ellis County. This will extend his pos- 
sessions over 900 square miles, and Mr. Grant 
will then own in fee simple 288,000 acres of. land 
in one body. He intends to place upon this 
tract colonists like those who have already set- 
tled upon the. territory included in Victoria. 

A station two stories high bas been built at 
Victoria, and this — is used as the head- 
quarters of the colony. The building is built of 
limestone that is quarried in abundance in the 
neighborhood. The station is surmounted by a 
cupola, and a covered veranda extends around it. 
This building answers many purposes. It is the 
railway station, and also the hotel, store, and 
post-office of the colony. The largest inclosure 
or corral is on the west side of the station. This 
contains seventeen acres. It is inclosed bya 
barred fence, with strong osts about 8 
feet apart. The earth has been banked up to a 
level with the top of the fence, and the slope has 
been thickly sodded. A line of sheds extend 
around this inclosure as a protection to the 
flocks in severe weather. The inclosure is di- 
vided into separate compartments, and the dif- 
ferent flocks can be taken care of, and by its 
own shepberd, without in any way interfering 
with the others. Other tracts in different sec- 
tions of Victoria have been inclosed by stone 
walls six feet bigh, the topsof which are coveréd 
by broad, flat, overhanging stones that protect 
the flocks not only from the storms, but also 
from dogs and wolves. This shelter perhaps 
might not be necessary through severe weather 
for 350 days in the year. Several large houses 
of stone, with extensive out-buildings, have been 
erected by other settlers. Mr. Maxweli and Mr. 
Gunther have also inclosed corrals with high 
stone walls for their flocks. The whole colony 
presents a thriving and attractive appearance. 

Mr. Grant has a flock of Colorado merino 
sheep numbering 6,584. He has imported 81 
Cotswold, Lincoln, Oxford Down, and Leicester 
ewes, and 59 rams of the same breeds, from the 
best English flocks, making a total of 6,724 sheep. 
He has also 500 cattle in good condition, and 12 
unported bulls of high pedigree. In one of Mr, 
Grant’s stone corrals 5,000 sheep can be shel- 
tered, and a house for the shepherds is built in 
connection with that inclosure. Labor is ob- 
tained at fair prices. Laborers receive $1.50 a 
day, or, when hired on long jobs, $30 to $40 a 
month and ** find themselves.” 

Mr. Grant believes in improving the breeds of 
his cattie and sheep, and his business in this 
city is partly connected with shipping valuable 
imported stock to Victorias He has now ina 
stable in this city a thoroughbred stallion, Flod- 
den, which comes from a long line of cup win- 
ners. Eight pure Short-born bulls, selected 
from the noted herds in England, and four 
Angus polled bulls, coal black aud finely propor- 
tioned, have been imported and sent to Victoria. 
Many of the herds are across between Short» 
horn and Cherokee, making almost as fine look- 
ing stock as thorougbred. Mr. Grant proposes 
to alternate between the Angus polled and Short- 
horn, and as his herd increases the poorest are 
to be culled and sent to market. In this way the 
stock will be under constant improvement, and 
the market will be supplied with a good class of 
beef. Not only are the flocks expected to yield 
a large revenue in wool, but also the annual in- 
crease in lambs will be a constant source of 
profit. 

Though the stock business promised to be 
large, yet agricultural operations on ap exten- 
sive scale have been begun. The result of the 
agricultural operations of the colony cannot be 
fairly estimated this season on account of the 
ravages of the grasshoppers. Mr. Grant says 
that the grasshoppers did not destroy the buffa- 
lo grass, and the grazing was not impaired by 
the visit of these pests. They lit on this grass, 
but whether it was so thick that they made no 
impression, or whether the grasshoppers do not 
feed upon buffalo grass, Mr. Grant could not 
say. The soilis rich, and the indications are 
that heavy crops may be raised upon the entire 
tract. Improved methods of agriculture are em- 
ployed with saving of time and labor. The oxen 
are not yoked, but seemed to work much better 
under a collar, like that used for horses. 

A considerable stream that never becomes dry 
runs through the tract. At the station a large 
weil has been dug, and a tank has been built 
there, into which water is forced by machinery. 
This tank has a capacity of 50,000 gallons. From 
this tank the water is supplied to the bath in 
which the sheep are washed. Some of the sheep 
that come from Wisconsin were afflicted with 
scabs. The bath was devised to cure the flocks 
of this disease, that otherwise might spread de- 
structively. There are three boilers holding 950 
gallons each, and in these the water is heated for 
the bath. The solution in which the sheep are 
washed is made by adding tobacco and 
sulphur, in proportions of twenty pounds of 
the former and five pounds of the latter to 
100 gallons of water. Mr. Grant does not add 
the three pounds of arsenic used by some, as he 
does not believe that it increases the efticiency 
of the solution. The bath holds 4,000 gallons of 
this solution. In the inner part is a raised plat- 
form, upon which the sheep can climb, and 
stand and drip, the solution running off their 
bodies and flowing back into the bath. The 
method of washing is to drive the sheep up a 
path, which gradually narrows, until only one 
sheep follows another in line. Suddenly they 
drop into the bath, plunging in all over, and the 
solution reaches every . They rapidly follow 
one another, and in a day and a half 5,836 sheep

THE CITIZENS’ ASSOCIATION. 


Report of the Executive Com. 
mittee. 


Summary of the Work Accomplished by 
the Committee. 


At the regular monthly meeting of the Citi- 
zens’ Association, held at their rooms, last even- 
ing. R. P. Derickson, Vice-President, in the 
chair, and Mr. J. C. Ambler acting as Secretary, 
the following report was presented : 

To the Citizens’ Association of Chicago: 

The Executive Committee, before 
detailed account of proceedings required by their reg- 
ular monthly report, desire to express their grateful 
sense of the marked public appreciation of their ser- 
vices, manifested in a variety of ways and of daily oc- 
currence, Such manifestations are the source of great 
encouragement to them in the prosecution of labors 
which are at least arduous, and, without such encour- 
agement, might be considered onerous. They wish 
aiso to allude very briefly to the continued prosperity 
of the Association, as reflected in its increased member- 
ship, its sound financial condition, and the wideni 
scope of gts usefulness. During the month that has 

ere has been no cessation of activity in its 
business engagements, and the Committee have been 
in session nearly every day of the four weeks which 
constitute the period covered by this report. 
CHANGES, 


. the vacancy caused b 
the resignation of Col ©. G Hammon 
whose absence from the city prevented him from con_ 
tinuing his connection with usin this capacity. Hi, 
successor, Mr, Larned, is known to all present proba, 
bly, either personally or by reputation, There hay 
been changes made, also, in the composition of two of 
the Ward Committees by the appointment of Messrs. 
R. 8. McCormick and Robert Clark in the Twentieth, 
and of Mr. Julius Rosenthal in the Third Ward, 

Our relations with the standing committees of the 
Association have been so closely maintained, and our 
knowledge of their action so intimate, that we have 
deemed it unnecessary to call << them for detailed 
written reports on the mass of business which was re- 
ferred to them at the outset of our organization, and 
which has been supplemented from time to time by 
the reference of current affairs, We have been led to 
this course partly from motives of policy, and partly 
forthe reason that the unfinished condition of the 
business in many instances would render a formal re- 
port very incomplete, and consequently unsatisfacto- 
ry. Sufiice it to say that as soon as the interests 
of the m require, or circum- 
stances of the case w we shall lay 
before you all the information that can possibly be re- 
quired relative to all matters nowin our charge. In 
respect to the Finance Committee, we will state, how- 
ever, that they have been actively and en- 
gaged in the prosecution of their important duties, 
and that the response of the members to their 
calls for subscriptions is eminently satisfactory. At 
the date of our last report, there had recently been 
called to our attention several matters of principal im- 
portance, which have, although not to the exclusion of 
others, mainly occupied our deliberations, 

THE WATER-TEST, 

The water-test of Oct. 6, under the of 
the Special Committee, of which the Hon. John W. 
McGenniss is Chairman, was the subject of a report 
pubiished Oct, 15, and was of vast importance in its re- 
sults, as itserved to convince our city authorities of 
the necessity of immediate action in the direction of 
increasing the water-supply, which had heretofore been 
considered ample, As one of its consequences, the 
whole system of water-pipes in that part of the dis- 
trict in question which lies south of the river 
is now in process of reconstruction, and, as far 
as our endeavors can be rendered serviceable, 
they have been put in charge of a special committee, 
of which Mr. McGenniss is a member, and whose 
latest report indicates that the Board of Public Works 
are using their utmost efforts to put down 8-inch 
pipes where needed, and that no further appropriation 
of money can be profitably used this winter for the 
purposes indicated, nor can the process of laying pipes 
be materially or beneficially expedited at present, 

TAX ATION. 

The preliminary report of the Committee on Taxa- 
tion has been the subject of discussion at several of 
our meetings, and we have cailed to the aid of our de- 
liberaiions the advice of several gentlemen whose in- 
timate knowledge of the subject and its bearings have 
been of very material aid to us in furnishing informa- 
tion on this wonderfully intricate and complex mat- 
ter. Our last action was to refer the whole subject 
back to that Committee, with instructions to furnish 
us with a project or plan for getting rid of township 
organization in this county, and with further sugges- 
tions on the general subject of taxation. This will 
probably engrors our attention at an early date of the 
current month. 

MUNICIPAL REORGANIZATION, 

The subject of municipal reorganization is one 
which we approached with the utmost care, and availed 
the services of the best counsel we could command, 
among wiom we may name the Hon. Joseph Medill, 
whose return from abroad was awaited for the pur- 
pose and whose great experience in municipal affairs 
carried with his expressed views the weight inevitably 
consequent thereon. After mature consideration, 
carried on at our meetings “rom day to day for a pe- 
riod of two weeks, it was una...0cusly resolved, on Oct. 
21, “‘that the proper proceedings be forthwith taken to 
effect the incorporation of the City of Chicago under, 
the General Incorporation act, and that MF Tuley 
L. B, Boomer, and L, Z, Leiter be a committee to 
take such action in the premises as shall be necessary. 
How well these gentienfen have fulfilled the prelimi- 
nary part of their task can be judged from the fact 
that on last evening we presented to the Mayor and 
filed with the City Clerk a petition, signed by 15,079 
legal voters, for the purpose named, We are con- 
vinced that if but five days’ moretime bad been al- 
lowed that the number of petitioners could have been 
swelled to 20,000, oreven 25,000. This project will 
now have to await the legitimate course of eveuts, 
which we shall watch closely and expedite in every 
way consistent with the law. 

SMOKE CONSUMPTION. 

At the request of citizens, we have appointed a 
special committee, consisti of Carlile Mason, Gen, 
J. H. Ledlie, and Prof. M,. lafontaine, to examine 
and report upon a plan or system for the consumption 
of smoke in some inexpensive way adapted to general 
use in the city. 

MISCELLANEOUS, 

It is impracticable to detail the whole of the miscel- 
laneous business which has been brought to our atten- 
tion, but among other items there was one in whica 
we took particular interest, namely, a memorial of the 
First Regiment Illinois State Guards, which was re- 
ferred by us to a special committee, who made a care- 
ful and critical inspection of the regiment,and whose 
report, adopted by us, and published in the papers of 
Nov. 1, we commend to your perusal, 

GEN, SHALER,
